SUBJECT: Failure of BP's 'vaunted' Aiyeska Pipeline Strategic Reconfiguration Project 

Dear Chairman Dingell and Chairman Rayhall: 



11/10/2009 
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Alyeska's Strategic Reconfiguration (SR) Project was created to substitute diesel power with purchased local 
electricity, thereby reducing personnel and operating costs for its owners and the State of Alaska treasury. The 
SR project was BP's brainchild. BR initiated and orchestrated the SR project. BP forced its own procedures upon 
Alyeska and "bungled it". The project is in total disarray and leading to a seeming disaster After hundreds of 
nnillions of dollars were frittered away and lost, since the SR"s inception, the first Station to finally conne on line, 
Punrip Station (PS) #9, is "an accident waiting to happen'\ Perhaps because of the savings, the State appears to 
have exercised no oversight of the projects mismanagement The JPO and the State should never have provided 
BP/Alyeska the "Notice to Proceed" with their knowledge of all the deficiencies they had uncovered. 

I personally warned Deputy Secretary of Department of Transportation Admiral Thomas Banrett, that the Joint 
Pipeline Office (JPO) accommodates BP and Alyeska in concealing from DOT, Congress, and the public, 
evidence of the dangerous deficiencies plaguing the Trans Alaska Pipeline System (TAPS). In fact, last Tuesday, 
just three days ago, August 14th, thanks to Admiral Barrett's pressure, BP/Alyeska attempted to perform a test in 
the presence of JPO Director Jerry Brossia, Bureau of Land Management's Tom Lonnis, DOTs Chris Hoidel, Joe 
Robertson, and Bruce Hansen, as well as Alaska State representatives, guided by Alyeska's Vice President Jim 
S. Johnson. Alyeska was to demonstrate the "Function Test" of Station #9's new electric pumps' critical back-up 
generators. Alyeska had earlier searched, for days, to find technicians competent to operate the generators and 
perform the tests. The tests were a total failure. A fiasco! The generators overheated and the engines self shut 
down. 

The installed generators for the three new mainline pumps failed to meet specifications, and were discovered 
early on^ as not compatible with mainline unit controllers. The 2.25 mega Watts generators will not meet the 
required "full load" specifications and can only carry a total load of 3.9 mega Watts. Running a mainline unit 
requires close to 6.0 mega Watts. 

With JPO and the State's concurrence, the specification dilemma was summarily waived to prevent delay of this 
first SR reconfigured station's start-up. The generators were never required to be properly tested to pump oil for 
more than a few minutes. It is reportedly well known that these units are incapable of pumping crude as 
necessary. Worse yet, they are unable to pnstect against a cold restart of the station in mid winter. Knowledgeable 
Alyeska personnel are fearful a shut down of barely a week in the oncoming winter could turn the pipeline into a 
frozen, non-flowing, waxy gel for an extended period of time resulting in the shut-in of the entire North Slope crude 
production wells. Although Pump Station #9 and the TAPS are dependent on these generators, they have yet to 
be endurance tested to pump the crude as necessary as recommended by their manufacturer's representatives. 
The situation is precarious and a serious risk for the Alaskan and the West Coast motoring public and fuel 
consumers. You should be aware that Pump Station #12 has been shut down permanently so #9 is the last 
Station between Valdez, the Copper River and Prince William Sound. 

Recently there was a lightning strike at Pump #9. Power from the Electric Utility was lost to the three new pumps 
that could not be re-powered, as their generators failed to come on automatically. The generators could not be 
started until technicians were located that were capable of restarting them. Meantime, critical Alyeska valves were 
also without power. Then the mainline units could not be started because the lightning strike caused a fault in the 
mainline unit controllers. The technicians required several more hours to determine how to clear the fault, after 
someone told them what to look for. Lightning protection for the facility has yet to be installed. 

Severe vibrations of the three new electric pump modules (replacing the former diesel powered jet engines) cause 
their heavy duty industrial light bulbs to shatter \n that hazardous area and present a danger to ignite any local 
LEL vapor releases. There are well founded concerns expressed as to what could happen to all of the critical 
electrical and instrument connections. Will the cables that conduct thousands of volts remain tight and secure? 

Since February, TAPS has been shut down over 30 times due to various problems. The dysfunctional Pump 
Station #9 communications with Alyeska's Operational Control Center (OCC) is reportedly of great concern to the 
Owner companies, EXXON/BP/CONOCO. For example, on one occasion, as many as 14,000 alamis was 
received at OCC from Station #9 within one hour. The Alyeska Operators must frantically distinguish between real 
and false alarms on those occasions. 

JPO has just recently provided Alyeska with Notice to Proceed with the Strategic Reconfiguration of Pump 
Station #3. Yet JPO and the State are well aware that there are serious welding problems discovered at Station 
#3. Welding Xrays of the new 20 inch mainline connection crude lines along with the diesel lines being 
constructed have been tampered with. The welding inspection documentation is reportedly under scrutiny. And 
the records are missing! I understand Kakivik Asset Management LLC (Kakivik.com), under contract to Alyeska 
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for welding inspection services may be able to shed liglit on tills issue. For Alasl<a State Pipeline Construction 
Coordinator Chuck Champion and Chairman John Dingeil, this will be "deja vue" again. In 1977, Mr. Champion 
ordered the construction of TAPS to cease when he discovered that Xrays of pipeline weld joints were falsely 
duplicated to speed up the construction, Alyeska failed to prevail upon Mr Champion to permit construction to 
proceed and answered to House Hearings conducted by Chairman John DIngell. exposing the scandal to the 
public. 

Alyeska President Kevin Hosteler has apparently requested of JPG and State of Alaska for pemnission to 
abandon the Pump Station #9 legacy, immediately dismantle the old jet engines and eliminate the operators and 
support staff on site. 

I am attaching the "Keeping You Posted" communication from VP Jim Johnson (above) to all Alyeska employees 
I at 5:32 PM, last Tuesday, following the failed tests at Pump Station #9. Mr. Johnson boasted: "The new Strategic 

i Reconfiguration (SR) equipment at PS 9 has operated reliably and safely.... Mechanically, the system meets or 

j exceeds our expectations". How absurd to misrepresent the facts and lie to the workforce as they are learning by 

word of mouth of the test failures. 

BP USA Chairman and President Bob Malone, his BP Alaska President Steve Marshall along with his BP Alyeska 
President Kevin Hosteler (on loan - Seconded - from BP) failed to alert House Energy and Commerce Committee 
Members of Alyeska's serious corrosion problems as they testified under oath on September 7, 2006. Yet, on 
September 17, 2005, Steve Marshall traveled on an urgent overnight flight to deliver fabricated Alyeska 
"coaosion" records to Lord John Browne in London... reportedly to deceive BP shareholders in London and 
counter a critical Wall Street Journal article two days earlier, on September 15. Kevin Hosteler's accounting 
personnel were earlier Instaicted to "cook the books" in order to conceal the identified very serious corrosion 
problems on the TAPS. It is reported that Alyeska co-owners EXXON and CONOCO were unaware the false 
records were secretly created and delivered to BP in London. The evidence reveals that the staff was required to 
bring their sleeping bags to overnight office sessions to 'doctor* the records to suit the scheme. I understand Kevin 
Hosteler has since ordered an end to Alyeska Accounting Department's falsification of the Pipeline conroslon 
records.

The following message is from Jim Johnson, Pipeline Vice President 

Today marks six nrwnths of operating Pump Station 9 (PS 9) under the upgraded station configuration. While wori^ 

remains before we can fully isolate the station from the legacy equipment and begin the transition to operational 

acceptance, it is worth noting that we're very satisfied with the perfomnance of the new equipment. 

The new Strategic Reconfiguration (SR) equipment at PS 9 has operated reliably and safely. The combination of 

variable frequency drive, electric motors and pumps provides pipeline operations controllers with more precise 

management of hydraulics than the legacy equipment. Mechanically, the system meets or exceeds our 

expectations. 

This does not mean that the transition has gone without some technical challenges - both with the equipment at 

the station and via the new control system. We've been working to resolve several technical issues internally and 

with the Joint Pipeline Office that will influence the timing of isolating the legacy equipment. These technical 

issues include demonstrating the performance of the load bank at the station, which Is scheduled for testing 

during our mini shutdown today; working with our commercial power provider about performance issues external 

to Alyeska (it should be noted that performance currently meets our expectation of 99% deliverability of power); 

making changes to operabllity of our station relief valves; providing fora long-term resolution of hydraulically- 
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induced vibration of SR piping at PS 9; and changing the design of the air intake screens for the pump niodule at 
the station. 

We've also been worl<ing with the U.S. Department of Transportation (DOT) in their review of the PS 9 and PS 3 

welds. This worl^ is in conjunction with our review of the weld records for these stations. The DOT also requested 

a construction review of the site. 

All of these matters become important as we work our way through the transition of PS 9 to become the first 

station to fully operate under pipeline reconfiguration. We started moving oil via the new system in February 

conscious of the fact that many items not directly associated with startup of the pumps needed to be completed 

before we could fully make this transition. 

Work is also underway at PS 3 to get this station ready to operate with the new equipment later this year. Our 

current goal is to complete construction activities at the station and begin the functional check out (FCO) process 

at the station. 

As we work through ail of the technical, construction, FCO, and commissioning activities associated with pipeline 
reconfiguration, I want to stress the criticality of bringing issues to our attention. Many of the matters we've worked 
through and resolved are the direct result of people sharing observations, asking questions, and bringing forward 
concerns. I encourage you to ask questions about the project and how it impacts your work on TAPS. 
My goal remains the safe transition to pipeline reconfiguration. I'm satisfied that the new equipment is helping us 
get there. **END OF NOTE**

We met today with Marvin Odum, head of North American Exploration for Royal 
Dutch Shell, and three of his colleagues. He asked me to convey to you personally 
Shell's appreciation for the press statement you made in the aftermath of the Ninth 
Circuit's decision to enjoin exploratory drilling in the Beaufort pending a hearing in 
mid-December. 

Shell is not asking for anything further from the State at this moment. However, 
they are proceeding with an effort to obtain the remaining federal permits as the 
predicate for demonstrating to the Court that Shell is prepared to proceed now with 
all necessary authorizations. Having gained the support of the Eskimo Whaling 
Commission, Shell is now working with the mayor of the North Slope Borough to 
determine whether the Borough is willing to remove itself from the current litigation. 

For whatever it's worth, I believe that Shell is pursuing the best available strategy. 
If they receive judicial approval by mid-September, they will have time to drill two 
exploratory wells. In the meantime, they are now doing seismic work. If they do not 
receive approval. Shell will terminate its efforts for this exploration season, and such 
a result may raise questions about the future. 

I asked Shell to stay in touch with the State and to let us know if further action by 
State officials seems useful. 

I haven't been in touch with you in a while. So, I hope all is well.

Governor: 

I am fully responsible for the meeting taking place yesterday in your conference room. I was not aware of 
James Stanford's role in the meeting or the project. It was never brought up in any previous 
conversations I had with the project's local proponents. The list of attendees I was given appears below- 
and he is clearly not on it. At least one other gentleman who attended was not on the list, either-Teny 
Otriess. I will get a full list of actual attendees and compare it to what was provided to me. The 
background on how it got to the point it was yesterday is a somewhat long story that I will try to 
summarize here. 

When you came into office, one of the first things I was tasked with was attending a meeting in Ketchikan 
on the AK-BC intertie feasibility study that got undenvay during the Murkowski administration. There is a 
backstory on the funding history for the study that does involve Thom Fishcer, but I will leave it for further 
explanation at this point. The study (and project) has considerable support from the Southeast 
Conference, and at the time I know I did not appreciate the differences between the AK-BC intertie project 
and the Swan-Tyee intertie project that was ultimately included in your March budget request to the 
Legislature. The results of that study have been In Ron Mlllef's office since mid-May awaiting his 
approval to make it final and post on the AK Energy Authority's website. 

Shortly after session ended, John Bitney took a meeting with Don Kubley and Bob Loescher to go over 
the project. At the time, he told me that he didn't expect much and that it was likely to be another one of 
Kubley's pie-in-the-sky projects. However, he came away from the meeting intrigued because of the 
involvement and interest of American Insurance Group (AIG)--one of the nation's largest insurance 
companies that has tremendous investment capacity for large projects. 

After Bitney's departure in July, Don contacted me and asked that he be able to come give me the same 
briefing on the project I accepted the request and met with he and Bob Loescher, the former CEO of 
Sealaska. At that time» he was really pressing hard for your support-public support-that he could take 
with him to DC. I declined to take it up with Tibbies or anyone else because it was too soon. I also 
expressed dissatisfaction with the notion that the Palin Administration would support an effort that 
involved Thom Fischer, 

Upon Kubley's return from DC, he requested another meeting to de-brief on how the meetings with Sen. 
Murkowski and Rep, Young went. I accepted and he brought with him two representatives from Kake 
Tribal-the president, Harold Martin and the president of their power group Matt Bell. They explained that 
Kake was buying out Tollhouse Energy (Fischer's group). This was due to the displeasure I had 
expressed, the displeasure Sen. Murkowski expressed, and AIG's insistence. At that meeting, I told him 
that a project to deliver cheap, clean power to California (or anywhere outside Alaska) while 
villages/communities in the same region are paying 40 to 60 cents per kilowatt hour was unlikely to get 
your support-that there had to be a way to address the local needs or it would have a hard time getting 
off the ground. 

With that, they assured me there was a plan to provide local power supplies. They also indicated that 
representatives of alt the companies involved were coming up to Alaska for a round of meetings, site 
visits, and requested a meeting and briefing with you, Tibbies thought it was premature and suggested 
that we have them meet instead with folks who could groundtruth the presentation. For that reason, I 
asked that Commissioner Hartig attend since he is the lead on your climate change subcabinet (he also 
has some ^miliarity with large projects due to his previous background). I also asked that Ron Miller and 
Sara Goad from AIDEA/AEA attend to scrutinize the project finances. Finally, I invited Commissioner 
Nottie and his special assistant, Joe Austemnan, to attend since there is supposed to be a local 
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component for the communities. 

The night before the meeting, Ron Miller called to ask how seriously he should take the presentation. I explained 
what I knew about the project, the presentation, and the players-namely, that AIG*s involvement in particular had 
me interested. He then indicated that the connection with AIG could be attributable to Jim Clark-that his finm 
represents them in Alaska. That was the first I had heard of any connection with Clark. 

The reason I allowed them to use your conference room is that I fully intended to attend the presentation when we 
scheduled it. As it turns out, the AGIA and PPT meetings were scheduled with you and there was a conflict on my 
schedule. I was able to move in and out of both meetings as a result. 

Again, I take full responsibiity for the meeting taking place, the commissioners being involved, and for the use of 
your conference room. I had no idea that James Stanford was attending or involved-iet alone that he has any 
relationship to your family. I apologize for whatever stress I created for you on this.

• Work has begun on scripts for two short instructional video presentations (one for poli-subs, one for 
businesses) to be placed on websites and/or put on CDs for distribution 

• Modifications to the DGS "Buying the Good StufT training session are being made with the rural political 
subdivisions in mind 

• We are also exploring what GSA and other states are doing in this area for ideas that might be appropriate 
in Alaska 

• I've Instructed staff that our standard practice should be to sign up for all available WSCA and NASPO 
contracts instead of only signing for those that a State agency has voiced an Interest in 

Another, longer term idea we're pursuing is the formation of an in-state buyer's group or cooperative. We believe 
that the efforts mentioned above will help us develop a good list of candidates to include in such a cooperative. 
I'll keep you posted as we make progress on these projects.

This is a follow-up to our discussion August 9th regarding outreach to rural communities 
and businesses. 

I've met with staff several times to discuss ideas and options. We're working on two 

tracks - one to educate businesses in rural communities on how to be successful in doing 
business with the state and winning state contracts, and one to reach out to qualified 
political subdivisions to educate them on the contracts we have available that can save 
their communities' money and administrative costs. 

Here's what we have done or planned so far; 



* Staff are compiling lists of potential users and groups specific to each contract we 
have (DGS established and WSCA/NASPO/MMCAP) 

* Staff are investigating organizations and associations those users may belong to (AML, 
Association of Fire Chiefs, etc.) and what options there are to market to them (attending 
annual meetings, newsletters, mailing or email lists) 

* Meeting with DCED Community Advocacy Director Tara Jollie set for 8/23 to get her ideas 
on the best ways to reach and communicate with potential contract users and business 
owners, and what DCED can do to assist us 
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* "Quasi" state agencies (AK Railroad, ASMI, AHFC, UofA, etc.) will be contacted to see if 
there is an opportunity to offer contracts they have established to rural governments 

* Update our ^^How to do Business with the State" booklet to make sure it's appropriate for 
the rural audience 

* Work has begun on scripts for two short instructional video presentations (one for poli- 
subs, one for businesses) to be placed on websites and/or put on CDs for distribution 

* Modifications to the DGS ''Buying the Good Stuff" training session are being made with 
the rural political subdivisions in mind 

* We are also exploring what GSA and other states are doing in this area for ideas that 
might be appropriate in Alaska 

* I've instructed staff that our standard practice should be to sign up for all available 
WSCA and NASPO contracts instead of only signing for those that a State agency has voiced 
an interest in 



Another, longer term idea we're pursuing is the formation of an in-state buyer's group or 
cooperative. We believe that the efforts mentioned above will help us develop a good list 
of candidates to include in such a cooperative. 

I'll keep you posted as we make progress on these projects.

Just got off the phone with Kristan, It was at the creamery meeting on Saturday that the 
Board learned of the July losses. They were anticipating another good month, however with 
attorney fees, overtime, a ruined batch of milk, and the increased cost of outside milk 
(43% increase since June) that did not occur. She said that Halcro had the infosnnation 
before the Board, most of which she says is inaccurate. She met w/attomeys on Saturday 
and I can provide additional information on that tomorrow. 



She said they have cut a million dollars and they have worked so hard in trying to find 
solutions, but one thing they don't have any control of, or can't fix, is the cost of 
outside milk. And, the fixed costs are the same whether we're producing through the plant 
or buying outside. 



Tomorrow morning is the Board of Ag meeting. Following they will call an emergency meeting 
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of the Creamery Board where they will take action on raising prices, changing terms of 
agreements, contacting a CPA firm that specializes in creameries to perform an audit, and 
discussing the future of MM.

Arctic 



In today's column entitled, "Alaska has a role to play in staking a North Pole Claim," the 
voice of the times states: 

As far as we know, neither the governor nor anyone else in her administration even took 
note of what was going on - first with Canada jumping into the fray, and staking its claim 
to the same territory the Russians deem to be theirs, and shortly thereafter with Denmark 
getting into the act. 

With this in mind, I just wanted you to know that the Governor's DC office follows the 
territorial issue very closely. The predicate for the assertion by the US of territorial 
claims in the Arctic is Senate ratification of the Convention on the Law of the Sea, 
together with appropriate research. The Convention establishes the framework for the 
assertion of claims by individual countries before the United Nations. 



In the past, the State has supported Senate ratification of the Treaty. So does a 
majority of the Senate. However, ratification has been blocked by a few Senators who are 
concerned that the Convention will lead to the loss of US sovereignty. Quite the opposite 
is true. 
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The word is that the Senate, with strong support from the Bush administration, will 
consider the Convention in the fall. Both of Alaska's Senators have previously supported 
the Convention. In addition, the Bush administration has taken steps to acquire the 
information necessary to assert a territorial claim. 

A quick call from someone at the Voice of the Times would have elicited the response that 
the Palin administration is very much aware of the current situation. Given the 
parliamentary situation in the Senate and the position of the Bush administration and 
Alaska's Senators, there is little more for us to do at this time.

In today's column entitled, "Alaska has a role to play in staking a North Pole Claim," 
the voice of the times states: 

As far as we know, neither the governor nor anyone else in her administration 
even took note of what was going on - first with Canada jumping into the fray, 
and staking its claim to the same territory the Russians deem to be theirs, and 
shortly thereafter with Denmark getting into the act. 

With this in mind, I just wanted you to know that the Governor's DC office follows 
the territorial issue very closely. The predicate for the assertion by the US of 
territorial claims in the Arctic is Senate ratification of the Convention on the Law of 
the Sea, together with appropriate research. The Convention establishes the 
framework for the assertion of claims by individual countries before the United 
Nations. 

In the past, the State has supported Senate ratification of the Treaty. So does a 
majority of the Senate. However, ratification has been blocked by a few Senators 
who are concerned that the Convention will lead to the loss of US sovereignty. Quite 
the opposite is true. 

The word is that the Senate, with strong support from the Bush administration, will 
consider the Convention in the faU. Both of Alaska's Senators have previously 
supported the Convention. In addition, the Bush administration has taken steps to 
acquire the information necessary to assert a territorial claim. 

A quick call from someone at the Voice of the Times would have elicited the response 
that the Palin administration is very much aware of the current situation. Given the 
parliamentary situation in the Senate and the position of the Bush administration 
and Alaska's Senators, there is little more for us to do at this time.

RULING THE SEAS 



The effort to lay down comprehensive 
rules for navigation and use of the sea 
goes back centuries, 

1702 - Dutch jurist Cornelius 
Bynkershoek, m his book "De Dominio 
Maris," asserts that states should have 
a territorial right to the waters within 
three nautical miles of their shores, or 
roughly the distance of a cannon shot, 
which becomes the custom in most 
parts of the world, 

1918 - President Wilson makes 
"absolute freedom of navigation upon 
the seas" one of the Fourteen Points in 
his blueprint for peace after World War 
I. 

1930 - A League of Nations 
conference in the Hague tries for the 
first time to hammer out a legal treaty 
on use of the sea, but the gathering 
ends in failure. 

1945 -- President Trunian unilaterally 
claims the right to search for oil or 
other mmerals on any part of the U.S. 
continental shelf, forcing many other 
countries - including Argentina, Chile, 
Peru, Egypt, Ethiopia and Libya - to 
take similar steps. Some assert rights to 
a 12-miIe territorial sea, departing from 
the customary three-mile rule. 

1956 - The United Nations holds its 
first Conference on the Law of the Sea, 
which lays down important rules on 
fishing rights, sea lanes and the 
continental shelf 



Answer: They all support a little-known but highly 
contentious international treaty - set to come before the 
U.S. Senate next month for ratification — that governs 
nearly every aspect of ocean law, from underwater 
mineral rights to access to shipping lanes. 

The 208-page Law of the Sea Convention, debated since 
the 1930s and sealed in 1982, has stirred passions for 
I decades in Washmgton. Critics in the Senate have 
repeatedly blocked its ratification, saying the pact would 
undercut U.S. sovereignty. Supporters tout the ti-eaty as 
a pillar of international law and key to long-term U.S. 
security. The U.S. is now one of fewer than 40 
countries, and the only significant power, not to have 
joined. 

That is now almost certain to change, for three reasons: 
scarce energy sources, the thawing Arctic ice cap and 
the U.S. Navy's desire for unfettered access to the 
world's seaways. These motivations have helped 
galvanize an odd coalition of environmentalists, oil 
interests and military brass to persuade enough senators 
to back the treaty. 

The renewed interest has grown more intense amid a 
scramble to claim undersea territories in the 
resource-rich Arctic. 

Looking to buttress its legal case for ownership of a 
massive undersea ridge, Russia planted its flag earlier 
this month on a seabed more than 15,000 feet below the 
North Pole. Canada, asserting its disputed rights, plans a 
new fleet of ice-breaking ships and a deepwater Arctic 
port; yesterday, Canadian Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper asserted his country's claim to ttie so-called 
Northwest Passage along its northern coast during a 
meeting with Mr. Bush in Quebec. And Denmark is 
sending a research team to push its own claim to 
undersea holdings that extend fer from Greenland. 

All this has put the U.S. in a jam. The Law of the Sea 
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Treaty allows countries -- even nonsignatories - 
exclusive rights to the seabed extending 200 nautical 
miles from their shores. Countries can then present 
evidence to claim rights to any of their continental shelf 
beyond that. Claims and disputes fall to one of several 
arbitration bodies established by the treaty. Without 
being a party to the treaty, the U.S. has no clear way - 
short of threatening force — to assert its claims. 

U.S. officials said the stakes are literally vast. In the 
Arctic alone, the U.S. could lay claim to more than 
200,000 square miles of additional undersea territories. 
The U.S. Coast Guard Cutter Healy is in the region to 
continue mapping the ocean floor to help strengthen the 
U.S. case. By some estimates, the country's total 
additional undersea holdings, including extensions off 
the East Coast and the Gulf of Mexico, could exceed 
300,000 square miles, or roughly twice the size of 
California. 

Recent estimates have found the Arctic could contain 
the equivalent of more than 400 billion barrels of oil and 
gas and massive amounts of another potential energy 
source, crystallized methane. The U.S. Geological 
Survey has estimated the amount of carbon found in 
hydrate form world-wide is "conservatively" twice the 
amount found in all the world's fossil fiiels. 

Increased thawing of the Arctic ice cap is also beginning 
to open up seaways, such as the long-heralded 
Northwest Passage that is expected to revolutionize 
shipping. Still blocked by ice much of the year, the polar 
pathway linkmg China to Northern Europe and the 
Northwest U.S. is about 5,000 miles shorter than routes 
through the Suez or Panama canals. Canada for years 
has asserted its sovereignty over the passage, a claim the 
[ U,S. and other countries dispute. 

Environmentalists back the Law of the Sea Treaty 
because of its provisions for controlling pollution, from 
ships and underwater exploration. 

Policy niakers in Washington have generally been slow 
to champion the treaty. President Reagan opposed the 
original pact's undersea-mining rules as biased against 
U.S. interests, a position that still carries much weight 
with many conservatives. President Clinton signed the 
treaty after those rules were amended, but the

Under pressxire from oil groups and diplomats in his administration, Mr. Bush in May endorsed the 
pact's ratification for the first time. The heads of the Army, Navy, Air Force and Marines followed 
suit with an unusual joint letter urging Senate passage. 

The pact still has some vocal critics in Washmgton, Former Reagan adviser Frank Gaffiiey calls it 
"a socialist manifesto for the redistribution of wealth." Now the head of the Center for Security 
Policy, a conservative think tank m Washington, Mr. Gaffiiey says "no senator who has actually 
read this treaty would vote for it." 

Republican Sen. James Inhofe of Oklahoma, one of at least a dozen conservatives who oppose the 
treaty, calls it "a disaster" and vows to work to block it from a full Senate vote. Other critics say the 
treaty will weaken U.S. efforts to interdict illicit shipments of nuclear materials and entangle the 
armed forces in a web of international regulations. As for tiie Arctic's resource potential, they say 
the U.S. could work out an accommodation with the half-dozen other nations with a stake there. 

The Navy, the pact's most ardent supporter, dismisses such claims, "This for us is global mobility. 
That's what it's all about," says Rear Adm. Bruce MacDonald, the Navy's judge advocate general. 

The treaty is now the world's prunary legal blueprint for what constitutes international waters and 
airspace. It grants all navies the right to "innocent passage" through the world's seaways. Yet 
dozens of countries, from Ecuador and Somalia to China, South Korea and Vietnam, contmue to tty 
to limit the rights of warships to pass through their waters. 

Joining the pact, Adm. MacDonald said, would give the U.S. a forum to contest such claims. "We 
need this treaty to lock in the rights we already have," 

Administration officials also argue that Washington's feilure to sign on to the treaty has, in fact, 
undercut the Proliferation Security Initiative, a U.S. effort to enhst mtemational help to cut off 
shipments of nuclear and missile technology to countries such as Iran or North Korea. 

Two countries that have declined to jom PSI, Malaysia and Indonesia, recently cited Washington's 
spuming of the Law of the Sea Treaty as their main reason. 
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Others argue that the U.S. is akeady losing out in what promises to be a multibillion-dollar 
opportunity: the undersea mining of copper, zinc, cobalt and even diamonds. John Norton Moore, a 
top legal expert on the law of the sea at the University of Virginia, said Russimi and Chinese firms 
have akeady laid claun to some of the biggest undersea mines in the world. Without joining the 
treaty, the U.S. has no forum in which to stake a claim. 

"Our sitting on the sidelines all these years has already cost us," he said.

U.S. National Security interests 

Some opponents to U.S. adherence to the treaty package have suggested that such adherence is contrary to 
U.S. national security interests, especially in a post-September 1 1 world. They maintained that under the treaty 
the United States would not be able to carry out counter-terrorism programs such as the Proliferation Security 
Initiative (PSI) imder which shipments of weapons of mass destruction (WMD), etc, would be interdicted. 
Referring to Articles 92 and 110 of the Convention, they stated that the treaty does not explicitly guarantee a 
right to board or interdict when evidence of terrorist intentions through WMD is involved. 



Legal Adviser William H. Tail IV during April 8, 2004, hearings before the Senate Armed Services 
Committee addressed the relationship between the Convention and PSI. "The Convention will not affect our 
efforts under the PSI to interdict vessels suspected of engaging in the proliferation of weapons of mass 
destruction." He added, 

The Convention recognizes numerous legal bases for taking enforcement action against vessels and aircraft suspected of 
engaging in proliferation of weapons of mass destruction, for example, exclusive port and coastal State jurisdiction in 
internal waters and national air space; coastal State jurisdiction in the territorial sea and contiguous zone; exclusive flag 
State jurisdiction over vessels on the high seas (which the flag State may, either by general agreement in advance or 
approval in response to a specific request, waive in favor of other States); and universal jurisdiction over stateless vessels. 
Further, notiiing in the Convention impairs the inherent right of individual or collective self-defense (a point which is 
reaffirmed in the proposed Resolution of Advice and Consent). 

The United States has concluded PSI ship boarding agreements with seven nations. 

Among other statements made by Convention opponents were the following: "The treaty effectively 
prohibits two functions vital to American secxirity: collecting intelligence in, and submerged transit of, 
territorial waters." AND "The treaty's Articles 19 and 20 attempt explicitly to regulate intelligence and 
submarine activities in what are deJSned as 'territorial' seas. These are activities vital to U.S. security that we 
should ensure remain unrestricted at all costs." 

Taft stated that Articles 19 and 20 do not prohibit intelligence activities or "submerged transit" in the 
territorial sea of other States, He continued. 

The Convention's provisions on innocent passage are very similar to article 14 in tfie 1958 Convention on the Territorial 
Sea and the Contiguous Zone, to which the United States is a party. (The 1982 Convention is in fact more fevorable than 
the 1958 Convention,...) A ship does not..enjoy the right of innocent passage if, in the case of a submarine, it navigates 
submerged or if, in the case of any ship, it engages m an act in the territorial sea aimed at collecting information to the 
prejudice of Ae defense or security of the coastal State, but such activities are not prohibited by the Convention. In this 
respect, the Convention makes no change in the situation that has existed for many years and under which we operate 
today. 

In sximmary, the question of whether the Senate will consider the Convention in 2007 depends on whether 
the committee considers and possibly reconunends it for positive action. The President's statement on May 15, 
2007, may be a factor in the Senate's considerations. If the treaty is not considered or withdrawn, it will remain 
pending in the committee.

I had talked to someone on Thursday about this 
issue I am having with Unemployment. He suggested I write a letter or email about the 
whole issue. 



I am moving to Germany Aug 5th, My husband is in the U.S. Army and got stationed 
overseas. Last November I had called and spoken to a case worker in the Unemployment 
Office and was told that I would be eligible for unemployment (even in Germany) because my 
husband was military. This past June I spoke to someone different and was told that I had 
gotten false information from the first person I spoke to at the Unemployment office; 
apparently, I am not eligible for unemployment because I will be in another country. This 
past week I called unemployment one final time, I hoped to talk to someone who would be 
knowledgeeible about what false and why. The woman I spoke to was very helpful and 
actually looked up the rules/regulations. She told me that if I was moving to any of the 
50 states, U.S. territories, U.S. (?) Virgin Islands - or even Canada then I would be 
covered; however, because I would be in Germany I wouldn't be eligible for unemployment, 
regardless of the fac! 

t that my husband was U.S. Army and we would be living on a federally regulated post. 



My whole issue here is simple. I think it is incredible that I would be eligible for 
unemployment if I moved to Canada. Canada does not have any military bases on it, nor is 
it a U.S. territory. Yet, if I move with my husband who is serving in the United State *s 
Army overseas (on military orders) to a federally mandated/regulated military post I 
cannot recieve unemployment benefits. This bewilders me and is absolutely frustrating.

The first is a good summary which appeared as an 
article in the Wall Street Journal on August 22nd. 

The second is a brief excerpt from a Congressional Research Report updating an earlier CRS 
study. As you will note, the excerpt deals with the National Security considerations 
associated with the Convention. Since National Security is the principal reason cited by 
most opponents, I thought that this brief point -counterpoint would be useful. 



I am not an expert in international law, but the arguments made by the Legal Advisor to 
the State Department and by the US Navy were convincing to me. Despite this, I know that 
the opponents, including various bloggers, will not give up on their opposition to the 
Convention.

There have been no Senate votes in recent history. So, it * s hard to tell exactly who 
supports the Convention and who does not. 



Previously, Senators Lott (MS) and Inhofe (OK) have confirmed their opposition. On the 
other hand, Senators Biden and Lugar, Chairman and Ranking Member, respectively, of the 
Senate Foreign Relations Committee, support the Convention, but it is not yet clear 
whether they will bring it up this year. 



According to Senator Murkowski»s staff, the Senator is getting Alaska constituent mail on 
both sides of ratification. A majority supports approval. 



I think we can expect some opposition in Alaska if you support the Convention. There are 
some Alaskans who believe that the US has failed to assert its sovereign rights to Wrangel 
Island and certain other islands owned by Rus sia. These individuals can be expected to 
oppose ratification of the Convention for fear of losing US sovereignty. 



I know from precious experience that these folks can be quite vigorous in their 
opposition. However, most experts believe that, in the absence of US approval of the 
Convention, we would have to assert our rights unilaterally. For these reasons, they 
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favor the Convention, because it creates a forum for adjudicating claims in a quasi 
judicial manner.

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Dear Senator 



It is my understanding that the US Senate may consider the United = Nations Convention on 
the Law of the Sea in the fall. 



With this in mind, I am writing to express ray strong support for = Senate ratification of 
the Convention. In my opinion, the Convention = would be beneficial to the US and Alaska 
in various ways, but I want to = focus on one aspect in this correspondence. 

As you know, several Arctic nations have recently asserted claims to = submerged lands off 
their coasts. The Convention on the Iiaw of the = Sea establishes the framework for these 
assertions. To date, 155 ^ nations, including Canada and Russia, have approved the 
Convention. = If the US does not ratify the Convention, the opportunity to pursue our ~ 
own claims to offshore areas in the Arctic Ocean might well be = lost. 



As a consequence, our rig htful claims to hydrocarbons, = minerals, and other natural 
resources could be ignored. In this = regard, geologists have prognosticated that 
billions of barrels of crude = oil and vast quantities of natural gas - not to mention 
various hard - rock minerals - might be present in the Arctic. In the absence of = 
affirmative action by the Senate, these resources could become the - property of nations 
with less valid claims. 



It is my understanding that the Bush administration and many = Senators, both Republicans 
and Democrats, have expressed support for = Senate ratification of the Convention. 
However, as you know, = ratification has been thwarted by a small group of Senators who 
are ~ concerned about the perceived loss of US sovereignty.

In short this office was not infomned of the deployment of the 1 5 members from the AANG to Afghanistan 

We regretted the funeral because this is a monthly ceremony that the base does and was not specific to any one 
individual that was killed in action. These ceremonies's occurs once a month and this one in particular was for the 
active duty Army component not for the ANG troops.

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Military Funerals/ Memorials/ Ceremonies 

There are three types of events where families and organizations honor our fallen troops: 
funerals, memorial services, and ceremonies. Funerals and memorial services are 
sponsored by the family and protocol is directed by the family. This includes where the 
event will be held and who will be invited. Ceremonies are controlled by 3^** party 
individuals. These events may honor one or multiple fallen warriors, by name or by 
affiliation. 

On August 30, 2007 Fort Richardson Rear Detachment, 4* Brigade Combat Team led a 
Unit Memorial Ceremony to honor their coworkers who died overseas. This event has 
been happening about once a month due to the high number of casualties the 4/25 has 
taken while deployed to Iraq, 

The Rear Detachment Commander, Captain Brent Fogelman, contacted protocol to invite 
their preferred list of dignitaries to attend the event. Unfortunately we have had five 
fatalities of Alaska National Guard members in the War on Terror. These have all 
occurred before August 2006. From this time the active duty component has suffered 
losses and therefore controls all memorial type events. 

During the previous administration, advance notice of Soldier casualties was given 
directly to the Governor by the United States Army Alaska Commander. The previous 
administration violated tiie confidential release requirements set to protect the loved ones 
of the fallen Soldier. Due to this violation the United States Army Alaska will no longer 
provide/ release sensitive information. 

The Alaska Department of Military and Veterans Affairs is in regular contact with the 
United States Army Alaska protocol office to make sure lists are kept current and the 
appropriate staffers are included on each list. DMVA is often not invited to the same 
events as the Governor and we recognize the importance to have clear, dependable 
contacts in the Governor's office for timely notification by United States Army Alaska, 
The Office of the Governor is notified through Governor Palin's scheduler and the regret 
email concerning yesterday's unit memorial ceremony is attached. 

Deployment Updates and Communication to the Office of the Governor 

Until this week there is has been successful communication between our two offices to 
make sure proper notification is given for the Governor to maximize every opportunity to 
be with her troops, the Alaska National Guard. 

The National Guard "joint operations center" gathers force allocation data and distributes 
this to division leaders and the Office of the Commissioner. This report provides a one 
stop source for how many Soldiers and Airmen are deployed, where they are deployed to, 
and what unit is being tasked. 
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Unfortunately the Air Guard deployment to Afghanistan was not added to this report. I 
am very sensitive to providing Governor Palin with every opportunity to support her 
troops and I have already directed Air Guard leadership to ensure the proper notification 
will take place to alert Governor Palin in a timely fashion. 

I am taking personal responsibility for these actions and you may see command structure 
changes due to these mistakes.

I am a long time Alaska Resident of 36 years. I have noticed throughout the years that 
hunting seasons are getting shorter, access to prime hunting areas is restricted, bag 
limits on animals is decreasing and overall the hunts cost a lot more money. As a child I 
remember going out with my dad and hunting for moose and caribou and this was how he fed 
the family. If we did not get anything that year, times were tough. But we ate good 
every night on the years we did get something, mrnWhat this is all leading up to is that I 
am wondering what exactly the long term goal of the Governor is and the Department of Fish 
and Game. It would appear that it is to erradicate hunting from the poor and make it only 
affordable for the rich as well as decrease state population. Tier II programs don't 
work. I have applied many times in the past when I could barely afford to feed my family 
and was denied every time. Only when my father was alive and I could claim his time 
hunting as parti 

of my own did I actually get a Tier II permit . And even then I could not afford to go 
hunt and harvest an animal with it.rnrnThis year they have done it again and have 
shortened hunting season in particular in Unit 14 and 16. 10 days may not seem like much 
but when that is the time of year that the bulls come down out of the mountains, well that 
10 days means everything. Moose shot prior to that are usually spikes or forks. They are 
limited in number as well as the quantity of meat. I would like to know if they are going 
to trim the 11 days off the other end next year from August 20th to September 1st as they 
have already done in many other units that are actually accessible without an $80,000 
airplane or a guide service. Then when the unit is accessible, they make the regulations 
and the hunt almost impossible. I challenge you or any other ordinary person to look 
through a set of binoculars and look at a moose head and tell me how big the rack is 
within 6 inches. B! 

ut I suppose that helps generate revenue in "tickets&quol

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t; written to people just trying to hunt and do it legally. Look through a set of 
binoculars and tell me if a spike on a set of moose antlers at 3 00 yards moving through 
the trees is at least 1 inch high and taller than it is wide. I have not received any 
tickets but I know of several who have. I haven't seen a legal moose in over 5 years in 
Unit 13, Can we make this any more difficult? Hunting an animal isn't the challenge, 
reading regulations and spending 2 hours staring at an animal to decide if it is

and regulation, rnrnis the goal of the Governor and the Alaska Department of Wildlife 
Conservation and the Alaska Department of Fish and Game to get all of us hunters and 
fishers and trappers to leave the state? Hunting and fishing is the only reason I live 
here still. What else is there? 30-70 below temperatures? Overpriced everything? 
Seasonal Job Markets? Plugging in your cl 

ar in winter?rnrnPlease do me and 400,000 other registered Alaskan voters a favor and fix 
this problem. Stop them from closing off OUR fishing and hunting rights. As a slope 
worker, I was looking forward to coming down on September 18th to go hunting for 10 days. 
But I won't be doing that now. So my family will go without again this year as we have 
for past 5 years as I can't seem to find anything legal to hunt. Keep in mind, my family 
has hunted in unit 13 for the past 20 years and usually had no problems finding a legal 
moose when it was 3 or more brow tines on one side. But for some reason the bulls in unit 
13, are different then the bulls in unit 14 and 16 as wellas most other units in the state 
for that matter, as those two units that are right next to it are 3 or more brow tines 
while unit 13 is 4 or more brow tines. Can you explain that? Me either. And some 
biologist will probably say that it's the food which is total hore pucky as the bushes in 
13, 14 and 16!

Per yoiir request for ongoing developments, below is a brief summaiy which 
appeared in Greenwire concerning the effort by various nations to map and claim 
submerged lands beneath the Arctic Ocean, 

ARCTIC: U.S. maps ocean floor ahead of claims 

Researchers sailed through the Arctic Circle last week mapping the ocean floor in 
preparation for the time when climate change will open up the North Pole's natural 
resources. 

Using sonar and other mapping devices, the researchers charted a submerged 
plateau called the Chukchi Cap, part of a region in the Arctic Circle that may hold a 
quarter of the world's oil and natural gas reserves. 

The gradual warming of the Arctic is preventing more and more ice from forming 
every year, allowing for feasible exploitation of the region's natural resources in the 
near future. 

This is the third U.S. mapping mission in the Arctic Circle since 2003. The current 
mission aboard the U.S. Coast Guard icebreaker Healy comes as the countries 
around the Arctic Circle are all attempting to assert their mineral claims in the 
region under provisions of the 1982 U.N. Convention on the Law of the Sea. 

The United States has not ratified the treaty, but Russia's recent mission imder the 
polar ice cap and the Canadian military's assertion of its presence in the Arctic is 
propelling greater interest in staking the country's own claim in the region. 

"It is a little overheated to say this is now a race to the Arctic," said John Bellinger, 
legal adviser to the U.S. secretary of state. "At the same time, we are very much 
aware that other countries, most particularly Russia, have been exercising their 
rights under the Law of the Sea Convention" (Robert Lee Hotz, Wall Street Journal 
[subscription required], Aug. 31). 

Arctic claims should be lawful, Germany says 

Germany warned other countries last week that no nation should break 
international law in an attempt to claim the Arctic's natural resources. 

"I very much believe that everybody should respect international law," German 
Foreign Minister Frank-WeJter Steinmeier said last week. "The North Pole is not a 
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law-free zone, there are international accords which must be respected by all 
nations who have interests here." 

Last month, Russian explorers planted a ceremonial flag on the floor of the Arctic 
Circle as a statement of its claim, but Steinmeier said that "spectacular exploits 
mean very little" (Agence France-Presse, Aug. 28). 

Only Russia, Sweden have made claims 

Despite the posturing of the Arctic's five border countries for mineral claims under 
the Law of the Sea, only two — Russia and Norway ~ have made claims in the 
region. 

The five countries, which include Canada, Denmark via Greenland and the United 
States, can all makes claims beyond their territorial boundary 200 miles offshore if 
they can prove those claims exist on their continental shelves. 

Norway has laid claims to the seabed around the Svalbard archipelago and part of 
the Norwegian Sea, Those claims plus Russians represent the only definitive claims 
in the Arctic Circle (Agence France-Presse, Aug, 31),

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graduated from Palmer High School, I»ve spent quite a bit of time on the fairgrounds. It 
was an honor and challenge to represent Southeast Alaska in the heart of Southcentral . I 
was a little concerned that I might spend a lot of time defending our role as capital, 
while avoiding confrontation. But I was most pleasantly surprised, 

I'd say 95 percent of the people who came by the Juneau booth were content with Juneau's 
status as Alaska's capital. Many expressed concern about the difficulty and cost of 
access, but this didn't necessarily translate into support for moving the Legislature or 
the Capitol. Many of the people who'd visited Juneau had kind words and fond memories of 
their stay. I spoke to a young man who'd just been here to play football, and he had liked 
what he saw. I heard from the parents of a football player who had wanted to come down 
with his team, but who decided not to because of the high price of last-minute air 
tickets. 

Many people now living in Anchorage and the Matanuska-Susitna Borough hail from somewhere 
in Southeast and are genuinely aware of what moving the Legislature or designating a new 
capital would do to our entire region's economy. They care because they've been here. At 
the end of the fair, I understood the best way to obtain the support of other Alas3cans for 
Juneau's remaining the capital is to have people experience it in person. 

I handed out many Juneau Travel Guides, and told people about Eaglecrest Ski Area. People 
asked when they'd be able to drive here, and what was going on with the Alaska Marine 
Highway System. They wanted to know what people did for work other than as government 
employees, and many were pleased to know that the Kensington Mine is endeavoring to 
bolster and diversify our job base. All in all, the prevailing attitude of those who'd 
never been to Juneau was one of curiosity about an unknown, somewhat mysterious place, not 
hostility or animosity. 

Upon my return to Jxmeau, I was delighted and relieved to hear that Gov. Palin chose to 
call the upcoming special session in the capital. A majority of legislators expressed 
support for having special session here. If we aren't making legislators happy enough with 
the way we accommodate them as the capital, we're going to have a tough time convincing 
all Alaskans that we deserve to maintain our position. We as a community need to go above 
and beyond next month to keep the members of the Legislature as happy as can be while 
they're here. It's the right thing to do, and it is crucial to our future well-being. 

Palin. also announced that hearings would be held on the road system prior to the special 
session. There were many meetings already scheduled around the state before her 
announcement about the petroleum profits tax hearings, and they are all a good idea. 
Reaching out and making the legislative process more accessible to all Alaskans is as 
important as holding the actual legislative sessions here in Juneau. There will be 
meetings in places ranging from Newhalen to Savoonga, This is real field work we should 
all be glad to see happening. 

At the end of the day, we can't win Alaskans' hearts and minds by being angry, defensive, 
or paranoid. We can put our best face forward, be welcoming and supportive, and remind 
people that we're all Alaskans. As we continue to improve access to the capital and to 
demonstrate that we're not reliant on government jobs for our entire economic base, the 
people of Alaska will come to trust us and like us more and more. And our future will 
brighten as a result.

The battle for hearts, minds and the capital 

We will not win anyone over in this debate by being angry and paranoid 

For the past two weekends, I had the pleasure of manning a booth at the Alaska State Fair in Palmer on 
behalf of the Juneau Convention & Visitors Bureau and the Alaska Committee. The first of these two 
organizations works to bring people to our fair city, from cruise-ship passengers and independent 
tourists to Alaskans attending meetings. The second organization promotes Juneau as Alaska's capital, 
and strives to ensure all Alaskans know how hard we work to be a great capital. 
The other Juneau residents who volunteered at the Juneau booth had done so in prior years, but I was 
new to the task. That's not to say I was new to the Alaska State Fair. Having graduated from Pahner 
High School, I've spent quite a bit of time on the fairgrounds. It was an honor and challenge to represent 
Southeast Alaska in the heart of Southcentral. I was a little concerned that I might spend a lot of time 
defending our role as capital, while avoiding confrontation. But I was most pleasantly stirprised. 
I'd say 95 percent of the people who came by the Juneau booth were content with Juneau's status as 
Alaska's capital. Many expressed concern about the difficulty and cost of access, but this didn't 
necessarily translate into support for moving the Legislature or the Capitol. Many of the people who'd 
visited Juneau had kind words and fond memories of their stay. I spoke to a yoxmg man who'd just been 
here to play football, and he had liked what he saw. I heard from the parents of a football player who 
had wanted to come down with his team, but who decided not to because of the high price of last-minute 
air tickets. 

Many people now living in Anchomge and the Matanuska-Susitna Borough hail from somewhere in 
Soutiieast and are genuinely aware of what moving the Legislature or designating a new capital would 
do to our entire region's economy. They care because they've been here. At the end of the fair, I 
imderstood the best way to obtain the support of other Alaskans for Jimeau's remaining the capital is to 
have people experience it in person. 

I handed out many Juneau Travel Guides, and told people about Eaglecrest Ski Area. People asked when 
they'd be able to drive here, and what was going on witili the Alaska Marine Highway System. They 
wanted to know what people did for work other th^i as government employees, and many were pleased 
to know that the Kensington Mine is endeavoring to bolster and diversify our job base. All in all, the 
prevailing attitude of those who'd never been to Juneau was one of curiosity about an unknown, 
somewhat mysterious place, not hostility or animosity. 

Upon my return to Juneau, I was delighted and relieved to hear that Gov. Palin chose to call the 
upcoming special session in the capital. A majority of legislators expressed support for having special 
session here. If we aren't making legislators happy enough with the way we accommodate them as the 
capital, we're going to have a tough time convincing all Alaskans that we deserve to maintain our 
position. We as a community need to go above and beyond next month to keep tiie members of the 
Legislature as happy as can be while they're here. It's tiie right thing to do, and it is crucial to our fiiture 
well-being. 

Palin also announced that hearings would be held on the road system prior to the special session. There 
were many meetmgs akeady scheduled around the state before her announcement about the petroleum 
profits tax hearings, and they are all a good idea. Reaching out and making the legislative process more 
accessible to all Alaskans is as important as holding the actual legislative sessions here in Juneau. There 
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will be meetings in places ranging &om Newhalen to Savoonga. This is real field work we should all be 
glad to see happening. 

At tile end of the day, we can't wm Alaskans' hearts and minds by being angry, defensive, or paranoid. 
We can put our best face forward, be welcoming and supportive, and remind people tihat we're all 
Alaskans. As we continue to improve access to the capital and to demonstrate that we're not reliant on 
government jobs for our entire economic base, the people of Alaska will come to tn^t us and like us 
more and more. And our future will brighten as a result

MEMORANDUM OP UNDERSTANDING 

between 

Alaska Veterans Affairs (VA) Healthcare System and Regional Office (AVAHSRO) 

Veterans Benefits Administration (VBA) , Anchorage Regional Office 

and 

The Alaska Department of Military and Veterans Affairs (DMVA) 



I. Purpose: The purpose of this Memorandum of Understanding (MOU) is to define the 
mutually agreed upon requirements, expectations and obligations of the Alaska State 
Department of Military and Veterans Affairs (DMVA), the Alaska Veterans Affairs Healthcare 
System and Regional Office (AVAHSRO) , and the Alaska Veterans Benefits Administration 

1 
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(VBA) in responding to the needs of our Veteran reservists as they return from combat. 
The growing number of Veterans returning to rural Alaska from mobilizations in support of 
the Global War on Terrorism (GWOT) necessitates a comprehensive and practical approach 
towards improving access to the full spectrum of Veteran benefits with an emphasis on 
healthcare. It is recognized that a combined effort will augment the ongoing, 
comprehensive effort to ensure military service members and their families are honored for 
their valuable and honorable service to our country. 



II. General Provisions: It is recognized that the Department of Defense and the 
Department of Veterans Affairs are providing world-class transition service to military 
members returning from GWOT mobilizations in dealing with the multitude of medical and 
psychological conditions associated with war. This agreement will focus primarily on 
ensuring Veteran reservists who served on active duty in combat locations will have access 
to a broad range of VA benefits, to include healthcare services for 2 years after leaving 
active duty. 



III. Specific Goals: 

Goal 1: Seamless Delivery of Healthcare Services to Rural Veterans 

Goal 2: Home Station Reunion and Reintegration Workshop for Returning GWOT Veterans to 

include Post Deployment Health Reassessments 
Goal 3: Multidisciplinary Mobile Outreach Teams 
Goal 4: Commit to meet regularly to address and work issues. 



Goal 1; Seamless Delivery of Healthcare Services to Rural Veterans 

Background: 

o VA healthcare services are available at the Joint VA/DoD Hospital at Elmendorf 
AFB, an outpatient clinic in Anchorage, two Community Based Outpatient Clinics (CBOC) , one 
in Fairbanks and another in Kenai, and a referral network to the lower 48 states. 

o VA psychological healthcare services are available at four Vet Centers (Anchorage, 
Fairbanks, Kenai, and Wasilla) , Domiciliary in Anchorage, Veterans Industries, Compensated 
Work Therapy program, and outpatient mental health services at main VA clinic in Anchorage 
and the CBOC in Fairbanks. 

o Returning OEF and OIF Veterans are eligible for priority, free healthcare 
treatment for two years and dental treatment for 90 days post -deployment, after discharge 
from active duty. 

o Statistics reflect that up to 30-35% of returning Veterans will seek at least one 
psychological health visit within the first year after returning home, 

o Unresolved emotional disturbances as a result of a Veteran's combat experience 
could be extremely detrimental to a small, remote Alaskan community. 

o Due to lack of access to a VA facility for healthcare, rural Alaska Native 
Veterans will probably utilize the Alaska Tribal Health System. 



Initiatives: 

o Through it's participation in the The Alaska Federal Healthcare Partnership 
(AFHCP) , the VA is implementing telemedicine and teleradiology capability at 235 sites 
around the State and has initiated a multi-year home telehealth monitoring project through 
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Alaska Native Tribal Healthcare Consortium (ANTHC) . The network may assist in providing 
telehealth in the future. 

o The Tribal Veterans Representative Program was initiated by VA in 2007 to provide 
training to tribal representatives on VA policy, procedures, eligibility, and rules. 

o Alaska VA has instituted an education program for the Alaska Tribal Health 
Organizations on VA eligibility and clinical information regarding Post Traumatic Stress 
Disorder and other Veteran readjustment issues. 

o Since Vet Centers provide critical readjustment counseling services to Veterans 
and their families, Vet Centers will participate in the provision of outreach services. 

o Assure coordination of access to care by creating flexible case management 
services that recognize the individual and family needs of veterans. These services or 
'^pathways of care" will provide a link of services that connect rural Alaska with 
Anchorage and Anchorage with Puget Sound. 

o Work with state and federal agencies; civic organizations, and faith-based 
agencies to ensure a wide variety of benefits for Alaska Veterans. 

o All agencies will identify key individuals and commit resources to address/work 
issues. 



Goal 2: Home Station Reunion and Reintegration Workshop (HSRRW) for Returning GWOT 
Veterans to include Post Deployment Health Reassessments. Within 90-180 days of returning 
from a GWOT mobilization, DMVA will conduct a HSRRW for those Veterans, typically in 
Anchorage. This workshop will also coincide with the Post -deployment Health Reassessment 
(PDHRA) . 

PDHRAr DMVA will conduct PDHRAs on-site vice a telephone or web-based format. 
AK VHA will augment the PDHRA team to ensure appointments for follow-up care are made on 
site and to provide education and instruction to the PDHRA team on issues pertaining to VA 
referrals and services, 

Workshop: VA will be an integral part of this workshop in providing education on 
the full spectrum of Veterans' benefits and assisting with processing enrollment 
applications. Along with DMVA and VA, other participants will include the Alaska 
Department of Labor and the TRICARE Contractor (TriWest Healthcare Alliance Corporation) . 



Goal 3; Multi-Disciplinary Mobile Outreach Teams: GWOT Veterans will need continuing 
transition assistance beyond the HSRRW. Alaska VA will participate with DMVA in multi- 
disciplinary team visits to remote Alaska for ensuring continued availability of services 
and the successful reintegration of Veterans into their communities. A Mobile Outreach 
Team visit will be conducted) within 12 months after a unit's return from a combat zone at 
their respective Battalion Hqs in Bethel, Nome, or Juneau. Additional outreach visits may 
be coordinated as required. The AK National Guard will seek to schedule opportune airlift 
support for Outreach Teams to the maximum extent possible. 



Goal 4 : Commit to meet regularly to work and address issues : 

This MOU shall be reviewed annually to address any variables, new requirements, 
and to incorporate the strategic direction and intent of the heads of each participating 
agency . 

The Community Network Group meets monthly and will service as the action/working 
body to execute the goals and initiatives outlined in this document. NOTE: Other 
agencies will be brought in as necessary to work address specific issues/initiatives.

L Ptirpose: The purpose of this Memorandum of Understanding (MOU) is to define the 
mutually agreed upon requirements, expectations and obligations of the Alaska State 
Department of Military and Veterans Affairs (DMVA), the Alaska Veterans Affairs Healthcare 
System and Regional Office (AVAHSRO), and the Alaska Veterans Benefits Administration 
(VBA) in responding to tiie needs of our Veteran reservists as they return from combat. The 
growing number of Veterans returning to rural Alaska from mobilizations in support of the 
Global War on Terrorism (GWOT) necessitates a comprehensive and practical approach 
towards improving access to the full spectrum of Veteran benefits widi an emphasis on 
healthcare. It is recognized that a combined effort will augment the ongoing, comprehensive 
effort to ensure military service members and their families are honored for their valuable and 
honorable service to our country. 

11. General Provisions: It is recogiiized that the Department of Defense and the Department 
of Veterans Affairs are providing world-class transition service to military members retxuning 
from GWOT mobilizations in dealing with the multitude of medical and psychological 
conditions associated with war. This agreement will focus primarily on ensxiring Veteran 
reservists who served on active duty in combat locations will have access to a broad range of 
VA benefits, to include healthcare services for 2 years after leaving active duty. 

IIL Specific Goals: 

Goal 1: Seamless Delivery of Healthcare Services to Rural Veterans 

Goal 2: Home Station Reunion and Reintegration Workshop for Returning GWOT Veterans to 
include Post Deployment Health Reassessments 
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Goal 3: Multidisciplinaiy Mobile Outreach Teams 

Goal 4: Commit to meet regularly to address and work issues. 

Goal 1: Seamless Delivery of Healthcare Services to Rural Veterans 

• Background: 

o VA healthcare services are available at the Joint VA/DoD Hospital at Elmendorf 

AFB, an outpatient clinic in Anchorage, two Comjuunity Based Outpatient Clinics 

(CBOC), one in Fairbanks and another in Kenai, and a referral network to the lower 

48 states, 
o VA psychological healthcare services are available at four Vet Centers (Anchorage, 

Fairbanks, Kenai, and Wasilla), Domiciliary in Anchorage, Veterans Industries, 

Compensated Work Therapy program, and outpatient mental health services at 

main VA clinic in Anchorage and the CBOC in Fairbanks. 
o Returning OEF and OIF Veterans are eligible for priority, free healthcare treatment 

for two years and dental treatment for 90 days post-deployment, after discharge 

from active duty. 
o Statistics reflect that up to 30-35% of returning Veterans will seek at least one 

psychological health visit within the first year after returning home. 
o Unresolved emotional disturbances as a restilt of a Veteran's combat experience 

could be extremely detrimental to a small, remote Alaskan community, 
o Due to lack of access to a VA facility for healthcare, rural Alaska Native Veterans 

will probably utilize the Alaska Tribal Health System. 

• Initiatives: 

o Through ifs participation in the The Alaska Federal Healthcare Partnership 

(AFHCP), the VA is implementing telemedicine and teleradiology capability at 235 

sites around the State and has initiated a multi-year home tel^ealth monitoring 

project through Alaska Native Tribal Healthcare Consortium (ANTHC). The 

network may assist in providing telehealth in the future, 
o The Tribal Veterans Representative Program was initiated by VA in 2007 to provide 

training to tribal representatives on VA policy, procedures, eligibility, and rules, 
o Alaska VA has instituted an education program for the Alaska Tribal Health 

Organizations on VA eligibility and clinical information regarding Post Traumatic 

Stress Disorder and other Veteran readjustment issues. 
o Since Vet Centers provide critical readjustment counseling services to Veterans and 

their families. Vet Centers will participate in the provision of outreach services. 
o Assure coordination of access to care by creating flexible case management services 

that recognize the individual and family needs of veterans.

W ithin 90-180 days of returning 
from a GWOT mobilization, DMVA will conduct a HSRRW for those Veterans, typically in 
Anchorage. This workshop will also coincide with the Post-deployment Health Reassessment 
(PDHRA), 

• PDHRA: DMVA will conduct PDHRAs on-site vice a telephone or web-based format. AK 
VHA wiU augment the PDHRA team to ensure appointments for foUow-up care are made 
on site and to provide education and instruction to the PDHRA team on issues pertaining 
to VA referrals and services. 

• Workshop: VA will be an integral part of this workshop in providing education on the full 
spectrum of Veterans' benefits and assisting with processing enrollment applications. 
Along with DMVA and VA, other participants will include the Alaska Department of 
Labor and the TRIG ARE Contractor (TriWest Healthcare Alliance Corporation). 

Goal 3: Multi-Disciplinary Mobile Outreach Teams: GWOT Veterans will need continuing 
transition assistance beyond the HSRRW. Alaska VA will participate with DMVA in multi- 
disciplinary team visits to remote Alaska for ensuring continued availability of services and 
the successful reintegration of Veterans into their communities. A Mobile Outreach Team visit 
will be conducted) within 12 months after a unit's return from a combat zone at their 
respective Battalion Hqs in Bethel, Nome, or Jtmeau. Additional outreach visits may be 
coordinated as required. The AK National Guard will seek to schedule opportune airlift 
support for Outreach Teams to the maximum extent possible. 

Goal 4: Commit to meet regularly to work and address issues : 

• This MOU shall be reviewed annually to address any variables, new requiremente, and to 
incorporate the strategic direction and intent of the heads of each participating agency. 

• The Community Network Group meets monthly and will service as the action/ working 
body to execute the goals and initiatives outiined in this docxmient NOTE: Otiier agencies 
will be brought in as necessary to work address specific issues/initiatives.

Governor Palin received your email correspondence regarding touch screen voting machines 
and asked that I reply to your concerns. 



The security, accuracy and reliability of our voting systems are of utmost importance. 
The pivision of Elections takes allegations, such as those presented in the Dan Rather 
special, very seriously. 



As you may know, the Help America Vote Act of 2002 required states to have voting 
equipment in place that is accessible to the visually impaired and disabled by 2006. This 
is why states nationwide began implementing touch screen voting units. This federal 
requirement has not changed, and the State of Alaska must continue to follow this law. 



The Division of Elections is in the process of reviewing our equipment as well as our 
security procedures as we prepare for the 2008 Primary and General Elections. We are also 
taking the added steps of seeking a third party review of our existing voting systems and 
security procedures. 



You mention HR811, also known as the Holt bill, which establishes additional federal 
requirements for election systems. There has been significant opposition to this 
legislation and it is currently stalled for the time being in the House Rules Committee, 
Members of the committee have also expressed concerns with the current version of the 
bill. The last I heard is that that the earliest it could be scheduled for another 
hearing is tomorrow, September 12. 



As you know, the Holt bill requires that the touch screen voting units be equipped with a 

voter verifiable paper audit trail and requires auditing procedures of election results. 

Although the State of Alaska's requirements do not exactly mimic those of the Holt bill, 

there are requirements for a paper trail and audit of election results in our state. 



In Alaska, our touch screen voting units are equipped with a voter verifiable paper audit 
trail that allows a voter to review his or her ballot prior to it being cast on the voting 
unit. There are some states that do not have this requirement and utilize touch screen 
voting units that do not have a voter verifiable paper audit trail. Alaska also has paper 
ballots available at every polling place for those who do not want to use touch screen 
voting units to cast their vote. Fortunately, our state allows voters the choice on how 
they cast their ballot. 



Additionally, there is a canvass of all election results statewide conducted by a 

1 
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bipartisan State Review Board prior to an election being certified. In addition to the 
review of election counts and materials from all polling places statewide by the 
bipartisan State Review Board, a hand count of one precinct in each of the 40 House 
Districts is conducted. The precinct is randomly selected from those precincts that 
comprise at least 5% of the total number of ballots cast in that House District, If the 
results of the hand count are off by more than 1% between the results of the hand count 
and the count certified by the election board, the entire House District will be recounted 
by hand count. The paper ballots for the optical scan machines and paper ballots on the 
touch screen machines serve as the official ballot cast and is the record that is hand 
counted. Once the State Review Board is confident that the results reported are accurate, 
the election is certified.

No Child Left Behind Act. have increased pressure on 
principals to improve student performance. As a result, 
principal preparation programs have shifted their focus to 
generate a new kind of school leader— one who often has 
more extensive leadership training and a more diverse 
background, according to a new report from Education Week 
and the Editorial Projects in Education Research Center. 

"Leading For Leaming 2007" compares the differences 
between up-and-coming principals— those with less than five 
years of experience— with veteran school leaders who have 
been on the job for more than 10 years, and investigates 
new trends *m leadership development. 



The Next Generation of School Leaders 

The principal workforce is getting older. In the last decade, 
the median age of principals rose from 48 to 51 years. But 
newer principals tend to come from more diverse 
backgrounds and have a greater amount of leadership 
experience, trends that signal significant changes in the 
profession. Among the key differences between newer and 
veteran principals: 

• Newer principals have more leadership experience, 

with more than 72 percent having been an assistant 
principal before their first principalship, compared with 
59 percent of veterans. Just under 5 percent of new 
principals rose from the teaching ranks without 
additional administrative or leadership experience, in 
contrast with almost 15 percent of veteran school 
leaders. 

• IVIore principals are female and from racial or ethnic 
minority groups. Among up-and-coming principals, 54 
percent are women and 20 percent are of color, as 
opposed to 36 percent and 15 percent respectively 
among veteran principals. 
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New principals are more often faced with challenging schools. Half of up-and-coming 
principals work in schools that did not fully meet performance standards, compared with 40 
percent of veteran principals.

New Approaches to Leadership Development 



The "Leading for Learning" report highlights the transformation of leadership programs that are 
increasingly focused on the recnjitment of high-quality teachers with leadership potential; greater 
use of practice-based curriculum to help shape instructional, rather than managerial, leaders; 
cooperation with local districts and schools; and acceptance of non-traditional providers of 
leadership training, such as nonprofit companies and district-based programs. The report also 
takes an In-depth look at three innovative programs that have set the tone for change, including: 

• England's National College for School Leadership, which is the national credehtiaiing 
authority for school heads, as principals are known in England. 

• New Leaders for New Schools, which operates in nine urban districts and emphasizes 
accountability in training principals for the particular challenges they face there. 

• East Tennessee State University, which has formed a collaborative partnership with two 
local school districts to revamp Its educational leadership program with an emphasis on 
recruiting and mentorshlp. 



However, despite a growing consensus on how to better prepare principals and emerging research 
on best practices, changes in leadership preparation are still at the margins, according to the 
report. Most institutions are still not teaching the kinds of skills— including the use of data, research, 
and perfonnance evaluation— leaders need in the 21st century.

Avoid costly litigation and settlemei

Any higher education administrator who has not been involved in 
a lawsuit is unusually fortunate and will most likely sooner or 
later face major litigation. Although administrators make 
continuing efforts to protect the safety and health of campus 
community members, lawsuits are being filed daily. 

Legal compliance, employment, business, safety, environment, 
social and technological risks are fertile ground for litigation. 
Lawsuits drain money, time and energy from institutional 
teaching, research and public service missions. Claims paid drive 
up insurance premiums, and disputes resulting in out-of-court settlem 
costly. 
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Today's issues include preventing horrid events like the attacks at Virginia Tech, 
conflicts in employment, tenure, intellectual property rights, date rape, accusations 
of hazing, managing student drinking, confidentiality of records, compliance with 
the Americans with Disabilities Act, human subject research, campus crime, sexual 
harassment and more. 

Plaintiff and defense attorneys are busy establishing "standards of care" in cases 
involving human resource management and campus accidents. Here are some 
factors to consider. 

• Is institutional policy based on good judgment and consistent with the 
accrediting association and state or national standards that apply? 

• Is the policy communicated cleariy to all administrators, faculty, staff and 
students when appropriate? 

Is university or college in compliance with its own stated policy? 
Is policy consistent with that of comparable institutions? 
Are safety rules and guidelines followed? 
Are faculty and staff properiy selected, trained and supervised? 

• Is legal advice considered in the decision-making process? 

• Are administrators, faculty and staff encouraged to consider legal implications 
associated with their actions? 

• Is appropriate training provided when technology, vehicles, facilities and 
machinery are in use? 

Reasonable mediation and dispute-resolution systems should be in place. Claims 
should be recorded and analyzed to prevent recurrence. Practice prevention law by 
frequently reviewing practices and policies with outside or in-house counsel to 
prevent lawsuits from occurring.

I would like to talk to you more on the comments from 
Barbara Thompson and share more information that I pray you will share with the

There was the perception of abuse. How many of these abuses were documented? 
Why didn't the DEED do something? All the laws needed to prevent that abuse 
were in place.

See 
below. 



I just spoke with Larry and got a little more information on a few topics. 

The administrative order creating the climate change sub- cabinet is ready for the 
Governor's signature. She will likely be signing it Friday when she is in town. It may 
be appropriate to issue a press release. 

The climate change sub-cabinet is meeting in Fairbanks in early October. It is likely 
that at that meeting they will recommend that representatives from DEC be appointed 
observers to the Western Region Climate Initiative. Mike Tibbies already has a draft 
letter to that effect. As observers, we can participate in the process, but aren't 
necessarily agreeing to the goals they have adopted. Again, when this is finalized, we 
could issue a press release. 
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It appears that most of the suggested actions are already in the works.

The administration has been fairly active on climate change, although groups highly 
focused on the issue might desire even more action or might be unaware of some of our 
efforts. 



* The Governor created the climate change sub- cabinet, which has been meeting regularly 
and coordinating between departments, the Governor's office, and the university on the 
issue. The sub-cabinet received a fair amount of press coverage when it was first created 
despite the lack of a formal announcement. If we were to finalize the administrative 
order creating the sub-cabinet, that might be an opportunity for a press release to again 
draw attention to these efforts. The sub-cabinet has been working with communities, 
national groups, the legislative commission, and the congressional delegation to address 
topics such as effects on fisheries, erosion in coastal communities, federal legislation, 
and carbon emissions. 

* At some point, federal funding may be available to help states adapt and cope with the 
effects of climate change. Our D.C. office is already working closely with our 
congressional delegation on legislation. At this point it isn't clear whether such 
legislation will be passed or what form it may take, but our office is working to ensure 
that Alaska benefits from any such legislation, 

* We have not yet spoken publicly on HB152, the renewable energy fund. This is largely 
due to uncertainty about the fiHiding source. Although the concept is one that we would 
likely support, it is important to verify that the funding source. Options, including the 
possible use of remaining railbelt energy funds, are being explored. Once a concrete 
proposal for funding has been advanced, we will be in a position to determine and annoinace 
our support for the fund . 

* The benefits of the gas pipeline to both the state and the nation have been a major 
focus of communications from this office. It is possible that a specific tie to climate 
change could be further emphasized in the future. 

* The Western Region Climate Initiative is a relatively new group, formed in February of 
this year. Currently 6 states and 2 Canadian provinces have joined, while another 4 
states and 3 provinces are observers. The climate change sub-cabinet has been discussing 
what the appropriate level of involvement for Alaska in this and other such initiatives 
might be. 

* We are also coordinating with the Arctic Research Commission to identify opportunities 
for state involvement in research and policy matters in the Arctic as changing conditions 
draw increased global attention to this area. 

I can follow up with Larry about progress and future plans for the climate change sub- 
cabinet and provide more information after I have the opportunity to talk with him.

I just spoke with Larry and got a little more information on a few topics. 

The administrative order creating the climate change sub-cabinet is ready for the 
Governor's signature. She will likely be signing it Friday when she is in town. It may 
be appropriate to issue a press release. 

The climate change sub-cabinet is meeting in Fairbanks in early October. It is likely 
that at that meeting they will recommend that representatives from DEC be appointed 
observers to the Western Region Climate Initiative. Mike Tibbies already has a draft 
letter to that effect. As observers, we can participate in the process, but aren't 
necessarily agreeing to the goals they have adopted. Again, when this is finalized, we 
could issue a press release. 

It appears that most of the suggested actions are already in the works.

The administration has been fairly active on climate change, although groups highly 
focused on the issue might desire even more action or might be unaware of some of our 
efforts. 



* The Governor created the climate change sub-cabinet, which has been meeting regularly 
and coordinating between departments, the Governor's office, and the university on the 
issue. The sub-cabinet received a fair amount of press coverage when it was first created 
despite the lack of a formal announcement. If we were to finalize the administrative 
order creating the siob- cabinet, that might be an opportunity for a press release to again 
draw attention to these efforts. The sub-cabinet has been working with communities, 
national groups, the legislative commission, and the congressional delegation to address 
topics such as effects on fisheries, erosion in coastal communities, federal legislation, 
and carbon emissions. 

* At some point, federal funding may be available to help states adapt and cope with the 
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effects of climate change. Our D,C. office is already working closely with our 
congressional delegation on legislation. At this point it isn't clear whether such 
legislation will be passed or what form it may take, but our office is working to ensure 
that Alaska benefits from any such legislation. 

* We have not yet spoken publicly on HB152, the renewable energy fund. This is largely 
due to uncertainty about the funding source. Although the concept is one that we would 
likely support, it is important to verify that the funding source. Options, including the 
possible use of remaining railbelt energy funds, are being explored. Once a concrete 
proposal for funding has been advanced, we will be in a position to determine and announce 
our support for the fund. 

* The benefits of the gas pipeline to both the state and the nation have been a major 
focus of communications from this office. It is possible that a specific tie to climate 
change could be further emphasized in the future. 

* The Western Region Climate Initiative is a relatively new group, formed in February of 
this year. Currently 6 states and 2 Canadian provinces have joined, while another 4 
states and 3 provinces are observers. The climate change sub- cabinet has been discussing 
what the appropriate level of involvement for Alaska in this and other such initiatives 
might foe, 

* We are also coordinating with the Arctic Research Commission to identify opportunities 
for state involvement in research and policy matters in the Arctic as changing conditions 
draw increased global attention to this area. 



I can follow up with Larry about progress and future plans for the climate change sub- 
cabinet and provide more information after I have the opportunity to talk with him.

The administration has been fairly active on climate change, although groups highly 
focused on the issue might desire even more action or might be unaware of some of our 
efforts. 



* The Governor created the climate change sub- cabinet, which has been meeting regularly 
and coordinating between departments, the Governor's office, and the university on the 
issue. The sub-cabinet received a fair amount of press coverage when it was first created 
despite the lack of a formal announcement. If we were to finalize the administrative 
order creating the sub- cabinet, that might be an opportunity for a press release to again 
draw attention to these efforts. The sub-cabinet has been working with communities, 
national groups, the legislative commission, and the congressional delegation to address 
topics such as effects on fisheries, erosion in coastal communities, federal legislation, 
and carbon emissions, 

* At some point, federal funding may be available to help states adapt and cope with the 
effects of climate change. Our D.C. office is already working closely with our 
congressional delegation on legislation. At this point it isn't clear whether such 
legislation will be passed or what form it may take, but our office is working to ensure 
that Alaska benefits from any such legislation. 

* We have not yet spoken publicly on HB152, the renewable energy fund. This is largely 
due to uncertainty about the funding source. Although the concept is one that we would 
likely support, it is important to verify that the funding source. Options, including the 
possible use of remaining railbelt energy funds, are being explored. Once a concrete 
proposal for funding has been advanced, we will be in a position to determine and announce 
our support for the fund. 

* The benefits of the gas pipeline to both the state and the nation have been a major 
focus of communications from this office. It is possible that a specific tie to climate 
change could be further emphasized in the future. 

* The Western Region Climate Initiative is a relatively new group, formed in February of 
this year. Currently 6 states and 2 Canadian provinces have joined, while another 4 
states and 3 provinces are observers. The climate change s;ib~cabinet has been discussing 
what the appropriate level of involvement for Alaska in this and other such initiatives 
might be . 

* We are also coordinating with the Arctic Research Commission to identify opportunities 
for state involvement in research and policy matters in the Arctic as changing conditions 
draw increased global attention to this area. 



I can follow up with Larry about progress and future plans for the climate change sub- 
cabinet and provide more information after I have the opportunity to talk with him.

I had two conversations with Ramras. 



The first occurred after his appearance on the radio. I called to give 
him a hard time- -that apparently he blows smoke when he talks to me and 
turns around and disparages me when he's talking to his buddies in the 
business community, I had to cut the conversation shorty but said I 
would be calling him over the weekend about the special session. 



The second call occurred on Monday before the press conference. It was 
a verrry long conversation where he vented on a number of fronts. The 
first was about your use of the word corruption when speaking about PPT. 
His feeling, and the feeling of many of his colleagues (according to 
him-but somewhat verified by the calls I made to the other house 
majority members) , is that all legislators are under the gun and assumed 
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guilty by the public. He probably spent 20 minutes going on and on 
about this. 



The second issue he is upset about revolves around the ethics bill. He 
feels snubbed by the way the bill signing was handled. After making an 
accommodation for you to come introduce the omnibus bill in his 
Judiciary Committee, he feels like he deserves a little gratitude for 
the slings and arrows he took- -particularly because all his bills died 
in the Senate as a consequence. At the signing ceremony in July, you 
thanked "Holl is French and all the other legislators" who helped make 
the bill happen. The fact that he is holding on to those particular 
words two months later suggests to me that he has taken this very, very 
personally. 



Between those two issues, he is convinced that the public thinks you are 
against all Republicans and out to help Hollis French and the 
Democrats- -that somehow they are the only "pure" politicians* He is 
adama;nt that the way you talk about the corruption issue does nothing to 
provide cover for those in the majority who are not corrupt. With that, 
he is turning to the PPT issue and suggesting that the dynamic you have 
set up is for legislators to follow your lead- -otherwise they are 
corrupt. He is not willing to follow your lead; he believes that he in 
particular worked hard to change the PPT from the Murkowski version and 
that he, nor most of his colleagues, were corrupted on the vote; he also 
believes changing taxes this often is bad policy; he thinks this is all 
political opportunity rather than focused policy. 



The bottom line is, he feels threatened politically and that he needs to 
go on the offensive to voice why he is going to be a "no» vote. 
Otherwise, it's his sense that being a quiet "no" is going to be taken 
as an indication that he is corrupt. Therefore, he has to explain 
loudly why he opposes you on this subject. 



I have to say that, based on the conversations I had with House Majority 
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members ahead of the press conference, he is not alone. There is a real 
need for you to continue expressing appreciation for the honest and 
deliberate members of the legislature. Some of them arrived at the 20% 
tax rate for valid reasons. Some of them, obviously, arrived at 20% for 
other reasons- -some corrupt. Differentiating between the two is 
important --and likely to be the subject of another op-ed in the 
communications plan for ACES. 



I hope this provides some insight into Ramras' behavior. Halcro^s is 
just the manifestation of a spoiled brat who is a sore loser- -who wants 
to run for Congress and join his friend, Lisa Murkowski, in the US 
Senate,

It is likely that at that meeting 

they will recommend that representatives from DEC be appointed observers to the Westem Region 

Climate Initiative. Mike Tibbies already has a draft letter to that effect. As observers, we can 

participate in the process, but aren't necessarily agreeing to the goals they have adopted. Again, when 

this is jSnalized, we could issue a press release.

The administration has been fairly active on climate change, although groups highly focused on the issue might 
desire even more action or might be unaware of some of our efforts. 

• The Governor created the climate change sub-cabinet, which has been meeting regularly and coordinating 
between departments, the Govemor's office, and the university on the issue. The sub-cabinet received a 
fair amount of press coverage when It was first created despite the lack of a formal announcement If we 
were to finalize the administrative order creating the sub-cabinet, that might be an opportunity for a press 
release to again draw attention to these efforts. The sub-cabinet has been worl<ing with communities, 
national groups, the legislative commission, and the congressional delegation to address topics such as 
effects on fisheries, erosion in coastal communities, federal legislation, and carbon emissions. 

♦ At some point, federal funding may be available to help states adapt and cope with the effects of climate 
change. Our D.C. office is already worthing closely with our congressional delegation on legislation. At this 
point it Isn't clear whether such legislation will be passed or what form it may tal<e, but our office is working 
to ensure that Alaska benefits from any such legislation. 

♦ We have not yet spoken publicly on H6152, the renewable energy fund. This is largely due to uncertainty 
about the funding source. Although the concept is one that we would likely support, it is important to verify 
that the funding source. Options, including the possible use of remaining railbelt energy funds, are being 
explored. Once a concrete proposal for funding has been advanced, we will be In a position to determine 

and announce our support for the fund. 

• The benefits of the gas pipeline to both the state and the nation have been a major focus of 
communications from this office. It is possible that a specific tie to climate change could be further 
emphasized in the future. 

♦ The Western Region Climate Initiative is a relatively new group, formed in February of this year. Cunrently 
6 states and 2 Canadian provinces have joined, while another 4 states and 3 provinces are observers. The 
climate change sub-cabinet has been discussing what the appropriate level of involvement for Alaska in 
this and other such initiatives might be. 

• We are also coordinating with the Arctic Research Commission to Identify opportunities for state

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involvement in researcli and policy matters in the Arctic as changing conditions draw increased global 

attention to this area. 

I can follow up with Lany about progress and future plaris for th^ climate change sub-cabinet and provide more 
information after I have the opportunity to talk with him.

Tom 

I am writing you because we liave had several conversations about how climate change affords the 
Governor with a prime opportunity to shine on a national stage and restore some of Alaska's tarnished 
image. But right now we appear only to be playing the role of the poster child for impacts or as some 
say, the role of the victim. Yesterday again we played the role as the Anchorage Daily News reported, 
"Alaska polar bears called doomed", it is clear that our polar bears are serving as the national icon for 
the climate change challenge. Yet, the stories about stepping up for action on climate change come 
from elsewhere. Most recently it was the Republican Governor of Idaho. "NA/here is Alaska?" is the 
question that rises to the top. This is Alaska's number one social, cultural, economic and 
environmental issue. Yet we are not part of the solution dialogue. From where I sit - connected to what 
going on in DC and other states - the train is leaving the station and Alaska doesn't appear to be on it. 
The climate change subcabinet is a good start but the state needs to act more boldly and publicly to 
take action on climate change. And it's economically and politically safe to do so. Here is my take on 
why and how the Governor can take a center stage on this issue: 



Alaska's natural gas is the transition fuel to a dean energy economy not only for us in Alaska but 

for the nation. As Tve explained before the gasline is part of the national equation on how we 

address climate change i.e. AIGA is Alaska's gift to America. Clean Alaska gas replaces dirty US 

coal plants. 

Use this energy card as the Governor's venue for playing nationally. Have Governor 

Schwarzenegger come up and help set this stage; calling upon major energy companies to 

submit bids on AIGA as part of their corporate responsibility to address climate change. My 

sources say he is willing to come but will only do at the invitation of Governor Palin. 

A poll of Alaskans in August of 2006 revealed that over 80 percent are convinced global climate 

change Is happening; over 70 percent are convinced that global climate change is a serious 

threat to the people and environment of Alaska; arid over 80 percent favor regulating greenhouse 

gas emissions from power plants. 

Recognizing that many Alaska villages and rural residents are on the frontline of feeling the 

impacts, 150 Alaska Native groups including Native Corporations, tribal governments and AFN 

have passed resolutions calling for action. The eroding villages are constantly being highlighted 

in news sources and documentaries but so far no has stepped in to help move their 

communities. 

The Mayors of Anchorage, Juneau, North Pole, Kodiak, Shishmaref and Homer are all on record 

opposing climate change and are taking action to curb carbon emissions in their communities. 

Federal funds targeted to go to states to help them adapt and cope with the impacts of global 

warming could be tied to a state's level of activity to reduce emissions within their boundaries. 

Particularly now with the shifting political landscape, Alaska needs to position itself positively to 

receive mega federal funding. 

26 states are completing climate action plans, with 14 states having greenhouse gas reductions 

targets. Many states found that policies that address climate change were not a burden on 

commerce but rather presented economic opportunities. Some states are using action on climate 

change to position themselves in new markets related to climate action: producing and selling 

alternative fuels, attracting high-tech business and selling carbon reduction credits. 

With our vast and abundant renewable energy sources from wind, geothermal, hydro and tidal we 
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could be a national and international leader on providing clean energy but we need to Invest in 
research and development; position ourselves to become part of the hydrogen fuel solution. 
Funding HB 152 is a good start but we can do so much more and other states and provinces are 
way ahead of us. 

There are four things she can do right now to show leadership, 1) invite Governor Schwarzenegger up 
to Alaska and use this opportunity to announce how Alaska's natural gas and in particular the gasline is 
part of the national solution 2) announce the climate sub-cabinet and dedicate a person in the 
Govemor*s office to be a climate change coordinator... . the Governor's office needs to be engaged for 
the sake of designing and driving the bigger energy stage, 3) indicate an intent to support and fund HB 
1 52, 4) announce that Alaska will join the Western Region Climate Initiative as an observer with an eye 
to participating once all the dynamics are understood. 

Tom, speaking candidly with you, climate change is the NUMBER ONE concern or issue for the 
conservation community. I know that we may not come to agreement on all the other development 
proposals out there, but it is my sense that TIMELY action (not Johnny-come lately action) by the 
Governor will hold in good stead regardless of the other issues. I want her to succeed as Governor. 
From where I sit, strong action now on one's of the greatest challenges facing Alaska is key to her 
success. I've had this conversation with Martha Levensaler and know she concurs. 

Please know that we stand ready to assist In whatever we can.

As members of Congress return from their August recess and begin working on a packed 
agenda, climate change is one of the issues expected to receive continued attention. The 
committees of jurisdiction in both the Senate and the House will focus on climate change 
legislation, and the leaders of those committees have emphasized their interest in having 
climate bills considered on the floor of each chamber by the end of the year. Such a

timetable, however, could be more ambitious than realistic. This issue alert highlights 
the key proposals - and the primary issues - that will be in play as Congress wrestles 
with climate change legislation this fall. 

Senate Climate Change Proposals: Bingaman/Specter and Lieberman/Warner 



The Chair of the Senate Committee on Environment & Public Works (EPW) , Barbara Boxer (D- 
CA) , has committed to hold a hearing in the near-term at which each of the Senate sponsors 
of climate change bills will have an opportunity to present their proposals . While there 
have been a number of bills introduced, the focus is likely to be on two leading 
proposals. 

One is the "Low Carbon Economy Act of 2007," which was introduced by Senators Jeff 
Bingaman (D-NM) , Chairman of the Committee on Energy and Natural Resources, and Arlen 
Specter (R-PA) in July with endorsements from some major electric utilities and labor 
unions. The second is a 16-page outline of a cap-and- trade proposal by Senators Joe 
Lieberman (I-CT) and JoJm Warner (R-VA) that was released in August. They have been 
collecting input on the outline and intend to introduce a bill for consideration in the 
fall. Chairman Boxer has said that the Lieberman/Warner bill, when ready, will be the 
primary vehicle in the EPW committee. 

Comparing the Bingaman/Specter and Lieberman/Warner proposals suggests areas of 
convergence on the design of cap-and-trade legislation, and also those key issues that 
have yet to be resolved. 

Emissions Targets, The Bingaman/Specter bill and the Lieberman/Warner outline would both 
establish cap-and-trade programs to limit emissions beginning in 2012. Bingaman/Specter 
calls for GHG reductions to 2006 levels by 2020, The Lieberman/Warner outline is somewhat 
more stringent, calling for a 10% reduction below 2005 levels by 2020. Both plans also 
envision consistent and steady emissions reductions through 2050. 

Points of Regulation. The Bingaman/Specter bill would regulate carbon dioxide {C02) 
emissions from petroleum and natural gas consumption on an "upstream" basis, by regulating 
petroleum refiners and natural gas processors. The bill would reach C02 emissions from 
coal consumption on a "downstream" basis, i.e., by regulating large . consumers of coal 
(primarily coal-fired electric power plants) . 

The proposal by Senators Lieberman and Warner also would regulate petroleum on an 
"upstream" basis. However, they otherwise would regulate large sources of C02 emissions 
on a "downstream" basis. Their program would require practically all electric power 
plants to submit allowances. It also would regulate industrial and commercial facilities 
that emit 10,000 metric tons or more of C02- equivalent GHG emissions per year. 

Allowance Allocation and Auction Provisions. The distribution of allowances {i.e., rights 
to emit) will be a significant and controversial issue in the Congressional deliberations. 
Both the Lieberman/Warner and Bingaman/Specter proposals have detailed provisions on the 
distribution of allowances - with some portion allocated for free and some portion 
auctioned. Under both programs, approximately three-quarters of allowances would be. 
allocated at no cost in the first year and the remaining quarter would be auctioned. 
Under each proposal, the share of allowances auctioned would steadily increase over time 
while the percentage of free allocations would fall. 

The proposals have different approaches for allocating allowances to individual facilities 
within industry sectors. In particular, they vary in their approach to allocation within 
the electric power sector; unlike the Bingaman- Specter proposal, Senators Lieberman and 
Warner propose to allocate a portion of the sector's allowances to load-serving entities. 
Under each proposal, some allowances are also allocated to states and to create incentives 
for carbon capture and sequestration programs, for early reduction projects and for other 
initiatives. Moreover, both programs call for auction proceeds to fund low-carbon 
technologies, relief for low- income households, and climate change adaptation measures. 

Cost-Containment Strategies, Another key - and unresolved - issue is what kinds of 
mechanisms a climate bill will include for containing compliance costs. 

The Bingaman/Specter bill includes a "safety valve" mechanism that allows regulated 
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entities to pay a "technology accelerator payment" (TAP) in lieu of surrendering an 
allowance. The TAP price would begin at $12 per metric ton of carbon dioxide-equivalent 
emissions and increase annually by 5% above the inflation rate. The TAP mechanism 
effectively would place an escalating ceiling on allowance prices. 

The Lieberman/Warner outline eschews the safety valve in favor of "softer" cost 
containment strategies. The Senators have proposed a Carbon Market Efficiency Board, 
modeled after the Federal Reserve, to oversee the allowances market. In "extreme economic 
circumstances," the Board could expand the quantity of available allowances, provided that 
the expansion is accompanied by a steeper reduction in the GHG cap in future years. 
Lieberman and Warner also have proposed that regulated entities have the ability to borrow 
a limited amount of allowances from their future allocations, s\;ibject to an interest rate. 

The Carbon Market Efficiency Board would have authority to set the interest rate and 
other terms for allowance borrowing. 

Offset and International Credit Provisions. Both proposals would allow for the use of 
offset credits for emission reductions achieved by projects outside the scope of the 
emissions cap, Bingaman/Specter would streamline approval procedures for certain types of 
projects and authorize the President to promulgate rules allowing a regulated entity to 
use allowances or credits from foreign programs to cover up to 10% of its annual allowance 
requirements . 

Senators Lieberman and Warner propose to limit the use of domestic offset credits to 15% 
of a regulated entity's allowance requirements, but would have a slightly more generous 
limit for use of foreign credits than the Bingaman/Specter bill (15%) . 

Credit for offset projects could be a significant issue in the climate debate. Some NGOs 
have argued that there should be no or only very limited credits for offset projects, 
citing concerns about the environmental integrity of the trading market. 

Measures to Address Impacts on Trade and Competitiveness. A major emerging issue for 
climate legislation is how it addresses trade competitors that have not adopted comparable 
domestic caps on their GHG emissions. Both the Bingaman/Specter and Lieberman/Warner 
proposals embody the concept that the President may require importers of carbon- intensive 
goods from such countries to s\ibmit allowances in an amount sufficient to eliminate their 
economic advantage from not being s\ibject to regulation. This concept likely will be 
further debated and developed during deliberations in the fall. 

Outlook. Chairman Boxer has emphasized her interest in moving a cap-and- trade bill 
through her Committee during this session of Congress. There are, however, a large number 
of very important policy design issues to be resolved. Already, a subcommittee markup 
planned for September has slipped to October. 

Furthermore, even a Committee-passed bill would need sufficient support from the full 
Senate (at least 60 votes) in order to overcome a likely filibuster. Given the 
considerable work needed to develop and build support for all the key elements of a 
comprehensive proposal, and the recent experience with the comparatively simple renewable 
portfolio standard, which appeared unable to attract 60 votes during the debate on energy 
legislation, it is difficult to imagine that a cap-and-trade bill could be passed by the 
Senate at this point in time. Nevertheless, while rapid passage seems unlikely, 
considerable behind-the-scenes efforts to refine climate legislation will continue. 

House Climate Change Proposals: Cap-and-Trade and Carbon Tax 



The principal architects of climate change legislation in the House will be Representative 
John Dingell (D-MI) , Chairman of the Committee on Energy and Commerce, and Representative 
Rick Boucher (D-VA) , Chairman of the Subcommittee on Energy and Air Quality. 
Representative Boucher has set a goal of having a bill pass through his subcommittee and 
the full committee process this fall, and Speaker of the House Nancy Pelosi (D-CA) 
recently said she wants to see a vote by the entire House on climate legislation by the 
end of 2007. However, it seems increasingly likely that this timetable will slip. 

Little is known at this point about the bill that Representatives Boucher and Dingell are 
working on. Representative Dingell has expressed his views that both a cap-and-trade 
program and a carbon tax will be necessary for the U.S. to meet realistic emission

reduction goals. However, only a cap-and- trade bill would be within the jurisdiction of 
his Committee. 

In developing cap-and-trade legislation, the Members of the Energy and Commerce Committee 
likely will grapple with many of the same design issues that are before the Senate EPW 
Committee. Rep. Boucher has indicated that his cap-and-trade bill will start with a 
modest cap and become increasingly stringent toward 2050. 

Efforts by the House Committee may be complicated by the fact that key Committee members 
will be representing the House in the House- Senate conference on energy legislation. 
Representative Boucher said recently that he believes the energy conference should be 
delayed until a cap-and-trade bill could be added, allowing for a consideration of a 
single energy- climate package during 2008. Other Members, however, may resist further 
complicating the already complex and controversial energy bill deliberation. 

Another arena of activity will be the House Select Committee on Energy Independence and 
Global Warming, chaired by Representative Ed Markey (D-MA) . While lacking jurisdiction to 
legislate, the Select Committee will be a continued source of hearings and investigations 
on climate policy issues.

Dear Governor Palin: 

We want to discuss with you the adequacy of the State's large mine permitting process, 
particularly with respect to the proposed Pebble Project and its potential impact on Bristol Bay 
and Cook Inlet fish and wildlife populations and habitat. As you well know and appreciate, these 
are world class renewable resources that sustain the livelihood and enjoyment of many 
commercial, subsistence, and sport fishermen and related businesses. Our bottom-line concern 
is; can the State's permitting procedures assure us that these resources will be just as viable a 
century from now, when Pebble and perhaps other large mines have closed down, as they are 
today - after more than a century of commercial fishing? 

A mantra of Alaska's mining industry is that Alaska has a rigorous permitting process, implying 
that the public need not fear the occurrence of serious, long-term environmental problems like 
ttiose that haye poisoned the credibility of the mining industry elsewhere. Examples of this 
mantra are: 

• A recent Northern Dynasty mailing says, "Upholding Alaska's Strict Standards. The State 
of Alaska has some of the most stringent environmental regulations and permitting 
requirements in the world." 

• The Resource Development Council says, "Before construction could begin on the mine, 
the project must first undergo rigorous review by state and federal agencies." (September 
2005 newsletter). 

• DNR Commissioner Irwin stated in a July 3^^ Media Release that, "Alaska has a world- 
class system in place for natural resource use permitting and development." 

While these are reassuring statements on their face value, are they accurate? Can these

statements be verified via independent reference? We think that the integrity of these claims is 
indicative of the degree of honesty and technical credibility we can expect once Pebble permits are 
actually submitted and the review process formally begins. 

Our effort to find independent verification of the claims stated above has found nothing of support. In 
fact, we found contradictions. For example: 

• The Eraser Institute 2006/2007 Annual Survey of Mining Companies indicates that Alaska's 
permitting system is viewed as favorable (i.e., not rigorous) by the mining industry. Alaska was 

ranked 5* best among U.S. states in regards to environmental regulations not being a deterrent to 
mining. 

• The Alaska Miners Association web site says, "although operations in Alaska were for many years 
held to a higher standard than in other states, today the field is nearly level and in several states the 
requirements are more stringent than in Alaska." 

• The Corps of Engineers permits for the Rock Creek and Kensington mines have been legally 
challenged. Irrespective of the courts decision on these challenges, it is obvious that there are 
grounds for believing that the permitting process may have taken shortcuts in order to facilitate 
mine development. Also, the National Marine Fisheries Service raised several objections to the 
recent Corps permit for the Port of Anchorage expansion stating that their analysis 'Hmderstates the 
value of the fish habitat." While these are federal permits, not state, the fact is that state and federal 
agencies worked closely together on these projects and the state bears some complicity in any 
permit shortcomings. 

Although Alaska's mine permitting process is not as lax as the laissez faire approach that still prevails in 
some countries, it may not be as stellar as some would like us to believe. While we agree that the 
combination of federal and state permits needed to develop a mine is topically comprehensive and 
usually requires extensive studies about baseline conditions, we don't think that this in itself amounts to 
a rigorous process. 

In fact, extensive studies can be motivated more by an effort to insulate a project fi-om law suit than to 
decide how or if the project should proceed. For instance, a legally defensible federal EIS needs to 
include a complete and adequate assessment of the project. A state water permit (AS 46.15.080) says 
that "the commissioner shall consider. . .the effect of fish and game resources and on public recreational 
opportuiuties." In both cases, the legal requirement is to merely be informed about envirorunental 
impacts, not to actually do anything about it. 

In our view, the principal goal of a rigorous resource development permitting process should be 
protection from harm of other resources and resource users regardless of the impact this may have on the 
economic feasibility of a proposed project. The process should result in internalizing within the project 
any diseconomies that it might otherwise impose on others. If that jeopardizes project feasibility, then 
perhaps the project can not be afforded by its investors or the public and it is in the public interest to 
deny a permit. We think that this approach complies with the last five words of a sentence in our state 
constitution that many project advocates tend to leave out when quoting; "It is the policy of the State to 
encourage the settlement of its land and the development of its resources by making them available for 
maximum use consistent with the public interest ." 

Given the disparity between what is claimed for the State's mine permitting process and what actually 
seems to be practiced, we think there needs to be an independent review of the process to verify its 
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strengths, weaknesses, and what improvements might be needed to assure that the mine permitting 
process is not just administratively efficient, but assures the protection of other natural resources and 
resource users. Accordingly, we ask that your office initiate a multi-agency review and that tiiis be used 
to develop consensus with tiie public as to what is an adequate mine permitting process, particularly 
with respects to Pebble which would have a footprint that is much larger and more complex to analyze 
than other mines. 

We should mention that we discussed our request for a review with Commissioner Irwin during a recent 
teleconference with him. At that time our position also called for a suspension of permits until the 
review has been completed so that any changes might be less disruptive to the permit applicant. 
Conimissioner Irwin disagreed with our position, although we don't know if he disagreed with just the 
suspension or also the need for a review. Anyhow, with due respect for his willingness to listen to our 
concerns about permitting, we have dropped the part asking for a suspension of permits since that may 
not be a practical recommendation. 

Your position on the Pebble issue is that the permittmg process should play out before any decision is 
made. We respect that and feel that an independent review of the permitting process reinforces, rather 
than opposes, your position. 

Given the unique nature of the Pebble Project, we think it would have been timely for the Murkowski 
Administration to undertake a public permitting review as part of a scoping process (which will 
eventually be required for federal permits). Instead of reaching some sort of early consensus with the 
public as to how Pebble permitting should proceed, the Murkowski Administration instead imposed 
permit changes that were arbitrary, lowered the bar in terms of protecting fish and wildlife habitat, 
reduced the opportunity for public participation, removed checks and balances that are fundamental to 
avoid having too much power in one place, and disrupted what had been a relatively stable and balanced 
permitting regime. The result is that many who are loiowledgeable about the State's mine permitting 
process think the Murkowski Administration changes represents the public's interest about as well as his 
Petroleum Profits Tax. The review we recommend, perhaps combined with scoping meetings, could 
rectify that. 

We do not think that a review of the States mine permitting process needs to be an expensive or lengthy 
process. There are resources m the state that are familiar with the situation and can provide a 
professionally competent effort. However, we would not recommend using any of the consulting firms 
that have mining clients since this would put them in an obvious conflict between staying on good terms 
with their clients and providing objective, incisive analysis. We recommend using an academic 
institution like the University of Alaska. ISER in particular has consistently demonstrated both 
excellent skills and good objectivity. 

We look forward to helping you reach better agreement on what the Pebble mine permitting system 
should accomplish, particularly with respect to the extraordinary value of the regions fish and wildlife 
resources. If you are interested, we can provide you with some specific suggestions that a permitting 
review might wrant to consider.

More than 18 months have passed since Rene Preval was overwhelmingly elected president of Haiti in what 
many regional analysts considered one of the country's most crucial elections in decades. Within a period of 
only six years, Haitians had experienced a number of tumultuous events, It started with President Jean- 
Bertrand Aristide's chaotic second term, in which international aid was suspended mainly due to accusations 
of election fraud surrounding his 2000 victory. Shortly thereafter, the 2004 coup d*6tat designed to oust 
Aristide and his government, led to two wasted years under the unstable government of Interim-Prime 
Minister Gerard Latortue and President Boniface Alexandre, whose accomplishments were meager at best.

Lt. Gov. Sean Parnell has asked the University of Alaska to conduct a review and recommend 
possible changes to the state's electronic voting system. 



The review comes in the wake of recent reports out of California documenting significant 
security flaws with three of seven voting systems there, including the Diebold touch 
screens and optical scanners used in Alaska and other states. 



In a letter to UAA Chancellor Fran Ulmer, a former lieutenant governor and overseer of the 
Division of Elections herself, Parnell said he had recently reviewed the University of 
California, Berkeley, study that led California Secretary of State Debra Bowen to withdraw 
approval for the equipment's use in California. 



Parnell told Ulmer that Bowen had listed several security measures that must be 
implemented in her state before approval could be restored. He said Alaska already meets 
or exceeds those measures and is considering additional security measures as well. 



"Nevertheless, as you can appreciate from your own experience as lieutenant governor, I 
and the Division's Director, Whitney Brewster, want to do everything in the state's power 
to ensure the reliability, accuracy and security of our voting systems," Parnell told 
Ulmer , 



The university has not yet said it would conduct the review. 



Computer experts at the University of California and at Princeton University, in New 
Jersey, conducted California's evaluation, stating it their report that the Diebold system 
did not meet requirements for a security-critical system, and saying that it was built on 
"an inherently fragile design and suffers from implementation flaws that can expose the 
entire voting system to attacks." 



That could include an attack from "a single skilled individual with temporary access to a 
single voting machine," the report found. 



An executive summary of the report said the system was vulnerable to malicious software, 
was susceptible to viruses, failed to protect ballot secrecy, and was also vulnerable to 
"malicious insiders" meaning it lacked adequate controls to ensure that county workers 
with certain accesses would not exceed their authority. 



"Anyone with access to a county's GEMS (election management system) searver could tamper 
with ballot definitions or election results and could also introduce malicious software 
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into the GEMS server itself or into the coimty's voting machines." 

The report also warned that fixing the Diebold system's individual defects piecemeal 
without addressing underlying causes stemming from "deep architectural flaws" would be 
"unlikely to render the system secure." 

The safest way to repair the Diebold system, the report concluded, was to reengineer it 
"so it is secure by design," 



Division Director Whitney Brewster said Alaska uses exactly the same Diebold system as is 
used in California. She noted that the California study did not include some security 
processes and procedures, such as chain-of -custody measures and testing, that might have 
mitigated at least some of the findings. Nevertheless, there were enough red flags to 
raise real concerns for the integrity of the Alaska system. 



"That's why we wanted to make sure we are as airtight as possible here in Alaska," she 
said, adding that if the university agrees to conduct the Alaska study, completion would 
be anticipated early enough to implement changes prior to the election in 2008. 



If the university declines, there are other experts to whom the state could go, Brewster 
said. What is imperative, she added, is that an independent third party conducts the 
study. The perception that elections are fair is the bottom line. 



"We absolutely want voters to have confidence that things are above board and airtight," 
Brewster said. "If the perception is out there (that the system is flawed), that's a 
problem . " 

Brewster did note that the electronic voting system in Alaska does produce a paper trail, 
which is an issue in some parts of the country. In addition, an audit conducted during the 
certification process hand counts ballots from one precinct in every Alaska House 
district. If issues arise, the entire district is recounted, she said. 



Monday, Parnell and members of his staff met with Alaska Democratic Party Chair Patti 
Higgins, Democratic Reps. Lindsey Holmes and Berta Gardner, both of Anchorage, and Kay 
Brown, communications director for the Democratic National Committee in Alaska, to discuss 
the need for a study. 



In a press release Tuesday, Higgins said the state was moving in the right direction in 
proposing to conduct a thorough technical review of the system and its security 
procedures . 



"Time is running short to correct some very serious problems that have come to light, and 
they recognize the urgency of fixing our voting system before the elections in 2008," 
Higgins said after meeting Monday with the Parnell and Brewster. 
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"This is not an issue that is going away anytime soon," Brewster said. "I look forward to 
the study being conducted so that we are sure we are providing the best service 
possible, "

Fall Sea Storms 

A coastal flood warning remains in effect for the Chukchi Sea Coast (see coastal 
flood warning below) . In a joint effort between the Northwest Arctic Borough and 
the village of Kivalina, approximately 230 Kivalina village residents voluntarily 
evacuated, with 132 people going to the Red Dog Mine and 

98 going to Kotzebue, This evacuation was a precaution against expected erosion 
and high waves caused by the current storm. As of this morning, no damage was 
reported to the community buildings or infrastructure in Kivalina, but the SECC 
received a report that the sea wall was damaged last night. Two representatives 
from DHS&EM flew into Kotzebue this morning. They met with the Borough officials 
and have since flown out to Kivalina to assess the imminent threat and any damages 
as a result of the wave action last night. 

DHS&EM Response section continues to monitor the storm situation and maintains 
close and regular contact with representatives of the Northwest Arctic Borough, 
Kivalina, Golovin, and Nome. The Response section is also in close contact with 
State of Alaska DOT, Department of Public Safety, and the National Weather Service. 

Coastal Flood Warning 

The National Weather Service has issued coastal flood warnings for the Chukchi Sea 

Coast including Point Hope, Shishmaref, Kivalina and Espenberg, The coastal flood 

warning remains in effect until 4 pm Friday between Cape Krusenstern and Cape 

Thompson. South winds from 25 to 35 mph will continue over the northwest coast 

between cape Krusenstern and Cape Thompson this morning. The tide will crest along 

this part of the Alaska coast at later this morning and in the early afternoon- The 

rise in water level will be as much as 

4 feet above normal tides. The high tide and the heavy surf will cause coastal 

flooding until mid afternoon today. 

The coast at Kivalina will be affected. Other low lying areas between Cape 

Krusenstern and Cape Thompson will also be affected, including Red Dog Port. 

A coastal flood warning means that rising sea water that causes flooding is 
expected. Coastal residents in the warned area should be alert for rising water, 
and take actions to protect life and property. This storm will probably not be the 
only one of the season, so residents on the northwest coast should be prepared for 
more rough weather as the fall season progresses.

Last night at approximately 10:45 PM SECC Duty Officer received a call that Kivalina had lost 
approximately 1,000 feet of their approximately 1,600 foot long sea wall. This puts the fuel tanks at 
significant risk. Additional residents voluntarily evacuated to Red Dog Mine. More than 2/3 of the 
residents have evacuated, estimates are that 50 people arz still in the village. North West Arctic Borough 
is providing supplies to Red Dog Mine to support the babies and children in shelter there. 

DHSdEM has two Response personnel on the ground In Kotzebue, they have contacted the North West 
Arctic Borough and are planning to fly to Kivalina this morning weather permitting. 

We will hold an interagency teleconference this afternoon with Borough, NWS, USAGE, FEMA Area Office, 
DOTAPF, DHSS, AyEC, Red Cross, Red Dog Mine, and USCG. 

We have received word that Kivalina has declared a local disaster, and the North West Arctic Borough is 
planning to declare a disaster.

Thank you for the opportunity to work for you, I will try and contribute as quickly as I 
can. 



Just briefly, I have now met personally with all the Commissioners in my portfolio and the 
AG and asked about their issues. I also mentioned the idea from the meeting last week 
with Commissioner Monegan of forming a Criminal Justice Working Group or Commission. I 
think it would be similar to the group formed by Governor Hickel by an Administrative 
Order back in 1993. I have a meeting scheduled for next week to follow up with the Lt, 
Governor . 
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Also, a few positive things happened last week. The court case against the state related 
to the Anchorage jail and prisoner transport settled out of court by agreement of the 
attorneys. Documents should be filed with the court soon. The municipality and the State 
can now get back to working together. 



DOT and the City of Ketchikan were locked in a nasty dispute over road and utility work on 
the main road in Ketchikan, with DOT threatening to shut down the project if the city did 
not approve payment of another $775,000 for change orders. We managed to get everyone to 
agree to finish the project and sort out who pays later. The project should be completed 
in another week or 10 days. 



I am working on a Gravina strategy and will meet with Mike again on Monday. A majority of 
my time so far has been spent meeting with DOT personnel and frankly, trying to find out 
exactly what issues are lying out there, what projects, items, they are working on, 
deadlines for action, and bringing some of them to the attention of the COS. (For 
example, the State's first Highway Safety Plan is due to the feds from the State on Oct. 
1, and DOT'S draft has some items in it (mandatory motorcycle helmets, now that will cause 

some controversy and would impact the state budget - a new state highway safety team) .

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In the spring of 1998, the Alaska Legislature passed the new public school 
I funding formula. Included in the legislation was funding for school districts that 

I operated correspondence programs outside of their districts' boundaries, on a 

statewide basis. The legislation did not provide the department with guidance 

pertaining to the operation of these programs. 

Many of these statewide correspondence programs have developed and grown 
into what is known as state-supported home school programs. 

In the fall of 1998, the State Board of Education adopted regulation establishing 
an application process for public schools districts that ejected to operate statevwde 
correspondence programs. 

As these programs evolved, additional regulation were adopted to provide school 
districts with guidance in the operation of these programs. Absent specific 
legislative direction, the State Board assumed responsibility to establish 
guidelines for appropriate use of public funding by these programs. 

Almost all of these programs provide families with a reimbursement aUotment, 
for each enrolled student, which can be used to purchase supplies, materials, 
tutors, and other educational expenses. 

Allotments for each child range from $1,200 to $2,000, depending on the child's 
grade level. 

School districts are funded $4,304 per student enrolled in correspondence 
programs which is 80% of the base student allocation and is set in law. 

The department asked for guidance from the Legislature in 2004, for the passage 
of legislation that defines acceptable and appropriate use of public funds in the 
cash allotments, for these programs. The legislature suggested EED work with 
school districts and parents to resolve issues. 

In 2004, in response to many public and private complaints from Alaskan's about 
how the cash allotments were being spent, and at the request of the Alaska State 
Legislature, the Department of Education & Early Development promulgated 
regulations that would identify appropriate expenditures for the cash allotments, 

EED received documented reports of allotment funding being spent on family 
vacations, entire family health club memberships, water park passes, the purchase 
of animals, cameras, sewing machines, athletic shoes and other items that family 
members were not expected to return at the end of the course of study in the 
statewide correspondence program. 
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EED can see the educational benefits when courses are linked to Alaska standards 
but the general public doesn't when funds are used in a questionable manner. 

It was also documented that some programs allowed the cash allotments to be 
used totally on music lessons, sports camps, art lessons, and other elective 
courses* In many instances, students were enrolled in no core academic 
programs. 

The State Board of Education & Early Development adopted regulations that 
required students to enroll in at least 50% core academic courses. 

Families may use up to 15% of their allotment ($807) for art, music and physical 
education. This amount is based on 15% of the state's foundation base student 
allocation, which is $5,380. 

This state imposed cap allows individuals to spend between 40-67% of their cash 
allotment on non core academic programs depending on the individual student 
allotment 

EED highly values and supports home school programs and programs of choice. 
EED does not oppose families purchasing and using religious materials on their 
own. The state just can't pay for it. 

EED supports dual enrollment in community schools and correspondence 
programs when it provides the maximum benefit for the students. 

Some community schools have music and art in group settings but students in 
community schools don't enjoy the benefit of private one on one lessons. 

EED supports the traditional home schoolers as well as those that utilize the state 
supported home schooling programs operated by districts. Families that enroll in 
state support home schooling program must understand that once they accept 
public monies there will be strings and limitations attached.
